MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


MONMOUTH, 

MEADOWLANDS TO RACE 
COMBINED 120 DAYS 


M onmouth Park and Mead- 
owlands will race a com¬ 
bined total of 120 days in 
2003, pursuant to a new agree¬ 
ment between the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority 
(the quasi-governmental agency 
that owns and operates the two 
tracks) and the New Jersey Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation. 

The dates schedule was 
approved by the New Jersey 
Racing Commission at its March 
19 meeting. 

The schedule calls for Mon¬ 
mouth to race 92 days, opening 


May 24 and continuing through 
September 28; Meadowlands will 
conduct a 28-day meet between 
October 2 and November 8. 

While substantially reducing 
number of live racing days (from 
141 days in 2002), the agreement 
enables Monmouth Park to con¬

VIRGINIA RACING 
COMMISSION 


VIRGINIA MOVES TO 
REGULATE ACCOUNT 
WAGERING 


V irginia’s racing industry 
will undergo landmark 
changes under a bill 
approved in February by the 
state legislature. 

The legislation, expected to 
be signed into law by Governor 
Mark Warner, provides for the 
Virginia Racing Commission 
to begin regulating account 
wagering. It also greatly expands 
the commission’s authority in 
other areas, allowing it to regu¬ 
late provisional licensing and 
the number of live racing days 
at Colonial Downs. 

There is also a measure that 
could make it easier for Colo¬ 
nial Downs to expand its off¬ 
track wagering network. The 
bill enables a town with a pop¬ 
ulation of 5,000 or more to 
conduct a referendum to deter¬ 
mine whether an OTW site 
may be located within its juris¬ 
diction. Previously only cities 


and counties were eligible to 
conduct such a referendum. 

Regulation of account 
wagering will translate into sig¬ 
nificant economic benefits for 
the racing industry and the 
state, explained the Virginia 
Racing Commission’s executive 
secretary Stan Bowker. 

The commission will require 
licenses for account wagering 
firms conducting business 
within Virginia, and a proce¬ 
dure for returning a portion of 
the revenue will be built into 
the licensing process. 

Until now, the legal aspects 
of account wagering in Virginia 
have been hazy, as Bowker 
described it “A lot of people in 
Virginia have been involved 
[placing bets through account 
wagering firms], but there has 
been no regulation at all,” 
Bowker said.

IN MEMORIAM 


TRUE DAVIS 

William True Davis, a multimil¬ 
lionaire businessman who 
owned and bred race horses in 
Virginia while pursuing a high- 
profile career as an international 
diplomat and government offi¬ 
cial in the 1960s and 70s, died 
February 26. He was 83. 

Appointed by President John 
F. Kennedy in 1963 as ambassa¬ 
dor to Switzerland, Mr. Davis 
served as assistant secretary of 
the treasury under President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. From 1970 
to 73 he was president and 
chairman of the board of the 
National Bank of Washington. 

WILLIAM HACKMAN 

William M. Hackman, 83, a 
prominent breeder/owner at his 
Orange Hill Farm in Middle- 
burg, Va., since the 1960s, died 
February 27. 

Mr. Hackman, who made his 
career in the chemical business, 


established his Orange Hill 
bloodlines from a large contin¬ 
gent of horses purchased from 
Lord Astor’s Cliveden Stud in 
the mid-1960s. Many of these 
horses and their descendants 
went on to success on the race 
track and in the sales ring. 

Stakes winners bred in Mr. 
Hackman’s name include Lucy 
Manette, a 1982 daughter of 
Explodent who won two stakes, 
including the Bonnie Miss Stakes- 
G3, and finished second in the 
Ashland Stakes-G2 and fourth 
in the Kentucky Oaks-Gl. 

DOLLY POUSKA 

Kathleen (Dolly) Pouska, who 
founded and operated a thriving 
nurse mare business from her 
farm in North East, Md., for 
more than 40 years, died Febru¬ 
ary 20 at age 68. 

Mrs. Pouska developed a 
highly specialized routine, pro¬ 
viding surrogate mothers to 
hundreds of foals throughout 
Maryland and nearby states. 



Many people called upon her 
for help with orphaned foals. 
But there were other instances 
when her services were needed, 
as Mrs. Pouska explained in a 
1983 interview with the 
Maryland Horse. “I’ve had ’em 
every which way you can think 
of,” she said. “Sometimes peo¬ 
ple decide to use nurse mares 
when their own broodmare is 


very old or very valuable, and 
they don’t want to put her 
through the stress of suckling a 
foal. Other times the foal is so 
valuable they don’t want to take 
chances and send him along 
with the mare to another farm 
for breeding.” 

A native of the Chesapeake 
City, Md., area, Mrs. Pouska was 
assisted for many years by her 
husband Henry, who died in 
1994, and their son Henry and 
daughter Joyce. The Pouskas’ 
children, along with other mem- 
g bers of the family, are continu- 
| ing the business. 

ANN REID 

Ann Fox Olivier Reid, a lifelong 
Maryland horsewoman, died 
February 10 at age 90. 

Mrs. Reid trained horses for 
many years at her Cubs’ Run 
Farm near Jarrettsville, and rode 
with the Elkridge-Harford Hunt 
Club. Her husband of 36 years, 
Paul Denning Reid, an Army 
sergeant and rider, died in 1972. 


CHARLES H. HADRY, 
RENOWNED MARYLAND 
TRAINER, GONE MUCH 
TOO SOON 


C harles H. Hadry, one of 
Maryland’s most success¬ 
ful and respected trainers 
of the last half-century, died 
February 24 following a long 
battle with cancer. He was 72. 

A native of Havre de Grace, 
Md., Mr. Hadry launched a pub¬ 
lic stable in Maryland in the 
early 1950s after learning his 
trade from Hall of Fame trainer 
Frank Whiteley Jr. 

The high point of his career 
came with Grade 1-winning 
millionaire Private Terms, the 
undefeated favorite in the 1988 
Kentucky Derby. Private Terms, 
though foaled in Kentucky, was 
among the last major stakes 
winners bred and raced by Mr. 
and Mrs. Stuart S. Janney Jr. of 
Butler, Md. 


Mr. Hadry trained some 40 
stakes winners, with the others 
including Assault Landing, Blue 
Ensign, Finder’s Choice, Military 
Look, Ritchie Trail, Warning 
Glance and P Day. Other major 
clients included Stuart S. Janney 
III, Calumet Farm and Mr. and 
Mrs. Or me Wilson Jr. 

Mr. Hadry and his wife Con¬ 
nie also bred and owned horses 
on a modest scale at their farm 
in Westminster, Md. A home¬ 
bred son of Private Terms, P 
Day, brought Mr. Hadry his best 
success in recent years, as a mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner of $566,219. 

Mr. Hadry’s son and long¬ 
time assistant Charles J. Hadry 
is carrying on the stable.

Live racing 
shrinks to 
danger point in 
New Jersey 


T he Thoroughbred industry 
faces troubles almost every¬ 
where you look, but it’s no 
exaggeration to say that New 
Jersey racing and breeding is 
now struggling for its life. 

Appearances will be deceiv¬ 
ing when Monmouth Park opens 
for its 2003 meet on May 24, 
offering $300,000 a day in over¬ 
night purses—the highest of any 
track in the Mid-Adantic region. 

Monmouth Park, on the Jer¬ 
sey shore, fulfills many people’s 
ideas of what a race track ought 
to be—a welcoming expanse of 
gracious architecture and old 
shade trees, where families enjoy 
spending the afternoon and fans 
can revel in the quality of the 
racing. 


But, due to the complex mix 
of factors that exists in New 
Jersey, running successful meets 
at Monmouth and its sister track, 
Meadowlands, is not enough to 
secure their future. New Jersey’s 
breeders and horsemen are like a 
property owner forced to keep 
selling off acreage in order to 
pay his utility bills. Sooner or 
later, there could be nothing left. 

It all comes down to days vs. 
dollars. 

New Jersey’s horsemen agreed 
to cut 21 days from the 2003 live 
racing schedule at Monmouth 
Park and Meadowlands, in order 
to maintain the purse schedule at 
a substantial level. If Monmouth 
and Meadowlands were to 
attempt to run 141 days, as spec¬ 


ified in a state law enacted in 
2001, this year’s purses at Mon¬ 
mouth would average approxi¬ 
mately $185,000 a day, said the 
New Jersey Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association (NJTHA) 
counsel Dennis Drazin. 

“Given the choice between 
destroying the product and cut¬ 
ting days, we believe we did the 
right thing,” said Drazin. “It was 
the responsible thing to do.” 

Not so long ago, New Jersey 
had four Thoroughbred tracks in 
full swing—Monmouth and 
Meadowlands, Atlantic City and 
Garden State—and 340 racing 
dates per year. 

Garden State ran its final race 
in May 2001 and has since been 
wiped off the landscape, replaced 
by an upscale shopping center. 
Atlantic City now operates as a 
qua si-off-track betting facility 
(technically an inter-track wager¬ 
ing site), and is awarded 10 days 
in order to maintain its race track 
status; four of those days are 
actually run at Atlantic City, and 
six are transferred to Mon¬ 
mouth. 

The 2003 schedule calls for 
Monmouth to race 92 days 
(including six days belonging to 
Atlantic City), and Meadowlands 
to run 28. 

The shrinking schedule of 
racing dates translates into far 
fewer opportunities for owners 
to compete for purse money, 
and also spells financial woe for 
the people who earn their liveli¬ 
hood from breeding, training, 
grooming, riding, buying, selling 
or otherwise tending to race 
horses. At least for those who 
have not moved out of state. 

Cutting Monmouth and 
Meadowlands to 120 days “really 
hurts us,” said Michael Harrison, 
president of the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association of New 
Jersey. “Our interests are very 
consistent with those of the 
horsemen—we’d all like more 
money, and more dates.” 

Account wagering and off¬ 
track betting, legal in New Jersey 
since 2001, will generate addi¬ 
tional revenue when they get up 
and running—possibly as soon 
as this fall. Video lottery termi¬ 
nals, now under consideration by 


a panel appointed by Governor 
Jim McGreevey, could go a long 
way toward rejuvenating New 
Jersey racing. 

But those magic bullets, 
which have made such a differ¬ 
ence in other states, won’t 
resolve the fundamental issues at 
work in New Jersey. 

New Jersey’s Thoroughbred 
industry faces competition unlike 
anywhere else in the country— 
namely, a double whammy from 
its Standardbred cousins as well 
as from Atlantic City casinos. 

Casino interests, generally 
speaking, oppose anything that 
could be perceived as a threat to 
their monopoly on New Jersey 
gaming beyond the race tracks. 
That’s a given. 

But the Standardbred/ Thor¬ 
oughbred conflict strikes just as 
deeply, and is based on some¬ 
thing that may be more painful 
to combat. That is built-in 
favoritism by the state, and state- 
controlled New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority, which 
owns and operates Meadow¬ 
lands and Monmouth. 

“Meadowlands’s Standard- 
bred product is number one in 
the world, and they want to keep 
it that way,” as Drazin will tell you. 

Standardbred racing at Mead¬ 
owlands benefits from a lop¬ 
sided distribution of simulcast 
revenue that is unlikely to change 
without a protracted legal battle. 

A twist in the law directs that 
simulcast revenue go to which¬ 
ever breed is running at a track at 
that particular time. Meadow¬ 
lands conducts eight and a half 
months of Standardbred racing 
a year vs. two and a half months 
of Thoroughbred. 

Day-in and day-out, Mead¬ 
owlands offers simulcasts of 
Thoroughbred races with the 
revenue generated from wager¬ 
ing on those races going toward 
Standardbred purses. 

If simulcast revenue were 
divided evenly, purse funds would 
be available for 141 days atMon- 
mouth/Meadowlands this year, 
said Drazin. That’s the kicker. 

In New Jersey, the playing 
field isn’t just tilted, it’s built on 
very shaky ground. #

PARTNERSHIPS 
PAVE WAY TO RACE 
HORSE OWNERSHIP 


Prospective owners 
in the Mid-Atlantic region 
can choose from 
a variety of racing 
partnerships that 
market their services 
to the public.

T here are lots of ways to 
become involved in Thor¬ 
oughbred race horse owner¬ 
ship. One of the easiest, and 
least expensive, is through a rac¬ 
ing partnership that markets its 
services to the public. 

The six prominent racing 
partnerships profiled in this arti¬ 
cle are all based in the Mid- 
Atlantic region. But they are as 
diverse as the people who created 
them: a graduate of West Point, 
two third-generation horsemen, 
a retired journalist, a married 
couple in separate business 
careers, the son of a doctor and 
an automobile parts manager.. 

Some of these Mid-Atlantic 
based racing partnerships are 
brand new. None is older than 
20 years. And all owe a debt of 
gratitude to Cot Campbell, the 
partnership pioneer at Dogwood 
Stable in Aiken, S.C. Thirty years 
ago, Campbell redefined owner¬ 
ship of Thoroughbreds. 

‘"When I first started, it was 
preposterous,” said Campbell. 
“Breeders in Kentucky looked 
down their noses at us. Now 
some of those guys are doing 
their own partnerships. IPs 
become wildly popular, more 
popular than I thought it 
would.” 

Campbell estimates that as 
many as 40 percent of current 
Thoroughbred owners are 
involved in some kind of part¬ 
nership. “And I believe that’s 
low,” he said. 


“It lets somebody get in at 
the top of the game. At the same 
time, you control your expenses, 
your exposure. The minuses are 
for the people that want to talk 
to trainers every night. There are 
some people, who because of 
their ego, may want their own 
colors and their own name on 
the program and want to move 
their own checkers.” 

Others are delighted to put 
the fate of their investment solely 
in the hands of a man with 
Campbell’s credentials. In 30 
years, more than 1,000 new own¬ 
ers entered Dogwood partner¬ 
ships, spending more than $90 
million to purchase a thousand 
new horses. 

The Mid-Atlantic partner¬ 
ships haven’t reached those 
numbers, and some of them 
may not even want to. “With 
West Point and Country Life, 
those are highly reputable, 
knowledgeable fine people and 
have been at it a while,” Camp¬ 
bell said. “They’ve both gone to 
school a little bit on Dogwood, 
with my cooperation.” 

That, of course, elicited the 
newcomers’ admiration. 

“I owe a lot to Cot Camp¬ 
bell,” said Terry Finley, founder 
and CEO of West Point Thor¬ 
oughbreds, based in Mount 
Laurel, N.J. “I can’t say enough 
about that gendeman. I consider 
him a friend. He laid the ground¬ 
work. He’s really the father of 
the modern day partnership.” 
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Finley's father, a Philadelphia 
schoolteacher, instilled Finley's 
passion for horses. “Fie loved 
the horses," said Finley, the 
youngest of seven children and 
the only one to make a career in 
racing. “We'd go to Liberty Bell 
and to Saratoga. I was 9 years 
old. I've never seen myself doing 
anything different, and I don't 
want to do anything different." 

Even so, it took him a while 
to reach his destination. 

Finley, now 39, graduated 
from West Point in 1986 with a 
degree in mechanical engineer¬ 
ing. After being stationed in 
Georgia for a year, Finley wound 
up a platoon leader in Schwine- 
furt, Germany, near Frankfurt. 
Then he was stationed at Fort 
Dix in New Jersey as a company 
commander and administrative 
officer. 

But even before he left the 
Army in 1994, he was thinking 
about horses. “I always knew I 
really wanted to get involved," 
he said. “I became reacquainted 
with some people I worked with 
as a kid on a farm, and with one 
of the trainers I knew, Dave 
Stubley. We put some money up 
and jumped in the business." 

They claimed Sun Belt, a 3- 
year-old gelding at Philadelphia 
Park in the late summer of 1991. 
“We claimed him for a $6,500, 
and he won at $10,000," Finley 
said. “We lost him after two or 
three races. That was the start of 
it. It was a good start." 

Sun Belt, carrying a couple of 
chips in one knee, would win 
only two of 15 starts after his 3- 
year-old season. 

Finley would develop West 
Point Thoroughbreds into a 
major player in the Northeast in 
a little more than a decade. In 
2002, West Point sent out 24 
individual winners at 12 differ¬ 
ent race tracks. Collectively, 
West Point horses had 131 starts 
and 32 victories, earning purses 
of $1,161,674. All the numbers 
were increases from 2001 as 
West Point continues to grow. 

“I never envisioned it," Fin¬ 
ley said. “When you start with a 
claimer at Philadelphia Park, you 
don't expect it. We've been very 
blessed because we've got a lot 
of help from a lot of people." 

None have helped more than 
West Point's bloodstock agent 
Buzz Chace. “Buzz Chace has 
been instrumental in our 
growth," Finley said. “Before we 
got going. Buzz was kind 
enough to let us be associated 
with him. He was already a big-

time agent and a very well- 
known person in the industry." 

West Point is getting well 
known in the industry. Today 
some 250 partners are involved 
in 30 partnerships, all centered 
on 2-year-olds West Point pur¬ 
chased at 2-year-olds in training 
and, to a lesser degree, yearling 
sales. ‘We try to find good value 
and good athletes that we don't 
have to pay a premium for," Fin¬ 
ley said. “This year alone, we'll 
syndicate 13 or 14 2-year-olds." 

Partners must take a mini¬ 
mum of 5 percent, which, of 
course, means absorbing five 
percent of the bills. “Most are 
between five and 25 percent," 
Finley said. “There will be horses 
in the 2003 class in the range of 
$90,000 to $100,000. People 
could get their feet wet for 
$5,000. Overall, expenses aver¬ 
age $38,000 to $40,000 a year on 
the New York or Kentucky cir¬ 
cuit." 

Other Mid-Adantic partner¬ 
ships offer other strategies. ‘We 
all might have a litde different 
slant on how we run our compa¬ 
nies," Finley said. “Each has a 
different approach. You have to 
stick to the things you believe in. 
We know, and we're not afraid to 
tell people, it's a very hard busi¬ 
ness to make money in. The 
numbers are very tough. Last 
year, we made a million-two, but 
the fact remains there are no 
geniuses in the business. We 
believe in telling our customers 
the truth, not sugar-coating any¬ 
thing. We put everything on the 
table and make sure we’re giving 
people as good as an ownership 
experience as we can. We do 
everything to make it an enjoy¬ 
able endeavor whether their 
horses are winning or not." 

West Point uses a cadre of 
trainers: Pat Byrne, Gary Con¬ 
tes sa, Kiaran McLaughlin, Dal¬ 
las Stewart and Rick Violette Jr. 
“These are trainers new owners 
might not otherwise have access 
to," Finley said. 

Finley's current clients range 
from CEOs of major compa¬ 
nies to teachers, doctors, attor¬ 
neys and businessmen. “It runs 
the gamut of American society," 
Finley said. “The one common 
denominator is a love of the rac¬ 
ing business and a love for the 
horse. Thafs the bottom line." 

The bottom line with all 
partnerships is that there are 
pluses and minuses. “The pluses 
are you can come into a pack¬ 
aged deal," Finley said. “By that, 
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I mean weve been around for a 
little while. We’ve worked out, 
pretty much, the kinks. Our 
basic systems are in place. The 
minus is you just don’t have the 
input you would have if you did 
it yourself. We don’t attract or 
assemble a group of partners 
because we’re looking for their 
expertise. That’s not the reason 
we put people together. We put 
people together to share risk. 
We tell people that up front.” 


THE THIRD 
GENERATION 

“Need some help to get 
started in racing?” beckons an 
ad in The Blood-Horse. “Get a 
piece of Country Life partner¬ 
ships. We race fillies with resid¬ 
ual value as broodmares. It’s a 
safety net in a risky sport.” 

It’s comforting to know the 
people holding the net, 46-year- 
old Mike Pons and his 48-year- 
old brother Josh, are not only 
well connected to the industry 
—each is a past president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation and Mike is currently 
president of Maryland Million 
—but have roots stretching back 
to their grandfather, Adolphe, 
the son of a winemaker in France 
who was brought to America by 
August Belmont II to develop a 
vineyard at his Long Island, 
N.Y., farm. Adolphe, who was 5 
years old when he came to the 
United States, would serve as 
Belmont’s business agent and 
bloodstock advisor for 25 years. 

“My grandfather planned the 
mating of Man o’ War and had 
Discovery,” Mike Pons said. “He 
raced Discovery in 1932 and 
then arranged the sale to Alfred 
Vanderbilt, and with the money 
he made from the sale, he bought 
Country Life Farm in 1933.” 

The farm, 20 miles northeast 
of Baltimore, was named for a 
stop on the Long Island Rail¬ 
road where a printing company, 
Country Life Press, was located. 
Country Life Farm was and is 
home to Mike’s parents, Joe and 
Mary Jo. “My dad turned 80 last 
August and he’s still a small part¬ 
ner in the farm,” Mike said. 
“He’s a race track rat. Mom is 
very involved, as well. She’s also 
an executive director for a radio 
reading service for the blind. It’s 
neat because, from my folks, I’ve 
seen how much you gain from 
giving, whether you get paid or 
not.”

Getting paid is preferable if 
you want to stay in business, and 
Country Life, which once stood 
Saggy—who beat Citation by a 
length in the Chesapeake Trial at 
Havre de Grace, April 12, 1948 
—and would be the birthplace 
of two-time horse of the year 
Cigar in 1990, was struggling in 
the late 1970s as Mike’s dad and 


his uncle John, also an integral 
part of the operation, batded 
alcoholism. “The turnaround 
came when Dad got sober in 
1980,” Michael said. “But the 
farm was a horse hotel that was 
empty. 

“How do you start? Where 
do you begin? We started in the 
mid-’80s when the tax laws 


changed. We found a way with 
partnerships to manage risk and 
spread our capital. It was almost 
like a baseball hitter. We were a 
good hitter, but we weren’t get¬ 
ting enough at-bats. This gave us 
more opportunities. That is what 
the partnerships have allowed us 
to do. We now have 15 partner¬ 
ship mares. We can choose 
which babies we want to sell.” 

The babies they don’t want 
to sell are usually well-bred fil¬ 
lies. “With a colt, if he gets hurt 
and hasn’t really shown himself 
to be a star, it’s like you’re on a 
high wire without a net,” Mike 
said. “But the fillies, whether 
they win stakes or not, will have 
value to somebody.” 

He said 12 of the 15 partner¬ 
ship mares were due to foal this 
spring; there are currendy eight 
partnership yearlings, seven 2- 
year-olds and about a half dozen 
older horses. “Predominantly, 
we have moved toward fillies,” 
he said. 

Country Life has maintained 
an interest in all of its 25 current 
partnerships, which Pons said 
require a minimum investment 
of $5,000. The biggest share a 
partner can take is half interest. 
“Country Life keeps pieces of 
all the horses,” he said. “If I’m 
in, and I’m trying to make 
money every single day of the 
year, thafs one less thing you 
have to worry about.” 

Pons said the people who 
populate Country Life partner¬ 
ships include mortgage bankers, 
accountants, doctors, dentists 
and entrepreneurs. “Thafs pro¬ 
bably the most interesting 
thing,” he said. “I meet people 
who are fascinating. It’s a smor¬ 
gasbord. We’re finding people in 
other markets who want to play 
the game, too. Thafs exciting. 
We can hit folks in Colorado and 
Kansas.” 

Tony Dutrow, Tim Ritchey, 
John Tammaro and Billy Turner 
are the trainers Country Life 
uses, but more may be needed. 
Country Life is expanding. 

In July 2001, Mike and Josh 
Pons purchased nearby Merry- 
land Farm, and renamed it 
Country Life Nursery at Merry- 
land. “Silent Screen trained at 
Merryland,” Pons said. “Both 
these farms have histories of 
great horses.” 

Joining a Country life part¬ 
nership touches that history. 
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MALCOLM IN 
THE MIDDLE

trainer in Maryland. We’ve 
stayed with Dale all this time and 
benefited from it” 

Near the end of 1988, Barr 
and company (then known as 
the Hampshire Racing Partner¬ 
ship) claimed a 4-year-old geld¬ 
ing, Duke Toby, for $6,500 at 
Laurel. Duke Toby won his first 
two starts for them, but was 
claimed away for $8,500 and did 
litde afterwards. 

Barr had much more success 
with another $6,500 claim at 
Pimlico, Probably the One, who 
not only made $100,000 on the 
track, but also became the part¬ 
nership’s first broodmare, pro¬ 
ducing four winners. One of 
them, Probably’s Devil, was fast 
enough to put a head in front of 
Orientate in a six-furlong allow¬ 
ance race at Saratoga on August 
11, 2001, running a first quarter 
in :21.88. Probably’s Devil faded 
to ninth, as Orientate, who 
would become the 2002 Eclipse 
Award-winning sprinter, won 
easily. Third in that race was 
Evening Attire, a subsequent 
multiple stakes winner in 2002. 

There are 10 members in 
Hampshire’s breeding partner¬ 
ship, and 14 to 16 partners in 
Hampshire’s race horses. 

Hampshire doesn’t have a 
website, but Barr has a hot-line 
phone number, an e-mail 
address and a thorough, attrac¬ 
tive monthly newsletter in the 
stable’s pink and black colors. 


A SUCCESSFUL 
FIRST VENTURE 


The one constant in Mal¬ 
colm Barr’s ever-changing life is 
a love of horses, now manifest 
in his long-tenured Hampshire 
Alliance Inc., offering partner¬ 
ships in units for as little as 
$2,500 in West Virginia and 
$3,500 in Maryland. 

“If we don’t get any credit 
for anything else, we get credit 
for longevity,” the 69-year-old 
Barr said. “We’ve been doing 
this for about 15 years.” 

On March 7 at Laurel, Land- 
ler, a 4-year-old gelding claimed 
by Hampshire Alliance five 
weeks earlier, scored the part¬ 
nership’s 100th career victory by 
winning a $7,500 claimer by five 
and a quarter lengths. 

Barr deserves credit for 
introducing Thoroughbred own¬ 
ership to more than 500 people. 
“They have ranged from die U.S. 
Secretary of Commerce in the 
Reagan Administration [C. Wil¬ 
liam Verity] to a bellhop at one 
of the Hilton hotels in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., shoe salesmen, 
lawyers, car salesmen, journalists 
and government lobbyists,” Barr 
said. 

Barr’s tale began in London, 
England, where his dad was a $2 
bettor. “I guess there is such a 
horse culture in the United 
Kingdom that it kind of rubs off 
on a lot of people,” Barr said. “I 
always had a great love of ani¬ 
mals, dogs and horses.” 

Barr served three years in the 
Royal Air Force as a magazine 
editor. “I was known for run¬ 
ning bets,” he said. “I used to go 
to the races once in a while there 
at Huntington Races. [Author] 
Dick Francis was an amateur 
rider there. I remember seeing 
him ride. I saw him win a race.” 

But Barr didn’t remain in 
England. “I wanted to see the 
world,” he said. So at 21, Barr 
moved to Vancouver Island in 
Canada, where he worked for 
two newspapers. 

He returned to England 
briefly, working for the Derby 
Evening Telegraph, and then got a 
job with the Honolulu Star-Bulle¬ 
tin. The Associated Press picked 
him up a year later, and he 
worked as a military writer for 
the wire service for seven years, 
the final four after he relocated 
in Washington, DC. After serv¬ 
ing as Hawaiian Senator Hiram 
Fong’s press secretary, Barr 
worked for the Department of 


Labor, Department of Justice 
and Department of Commerce 
before retiring in 1996 and even¬ 
tually settling in Front Royal, Va. 

While he was in Washington, 
Barr sampled harness racing at 
nearby Rosecroft Raceway. “I 
became fascinated by American 
harness racing,” he said. “I’d 
never seen it before. I’d go to 
Rosecroft once a week on Friday 
nights.” 

Soon Barr began visiting 
Maryland’s Thoroughbred tracks, 
Laurel and Pimlico, with a former 
San Francisco Chronicle reporter, 
the late Drew McKillips. 

Barr became involved in two 
partnerships with little success. 
“Despite losing my initial stake, I 
realized there was a lot of fun in 
doing this,” he said. “I thought 
there has to be a better way.” 


In the mid-1980s, Barr found 
that way with Bill Joyce, an attor¬ 
ney for the Department of Jus¬ 
tice. “We had been in other part¬ 
nerships and we learned from 
our mistakes,” Barr said. “Bill 
the lawyer and Malcolm the pub¬ 
lic relations man and journalist 
figured we had enough experi¬ 
ence between the two of us to 
cover all bases and set up a part¬ 
nership involving 10 people, all 
friends and acquaintances. We 
got them to put up $1,600 
apiece. At that point, I was beat¬ 
ing the bushes for a trainer.” 

Barr and his partners then 
had the good fortune to be 
steered to a young trainer named 
Dale Capuano. “He was a 23 or 
24-year-old kid who had just 
arrived on the scene,” Barr said. 
“He turned out to be the top 


What do you do after hitting 
a home run in your first at-bat? 
Obviously, you step up to the 
plate and try to hit another. 

Having a tough act to follow 
is a pleasant problem for Joe and 
Pam Petruska, who formed Star- 
view Stable in Montvale, N.J., in 
1998. They watched their first 
horse, Successful Appeal, win 
$654,681 under the care of 
trainer John Kimmel, who had 
plucked the horse for $55,000 
half an hour after the February 
1998 Ocala Breeders’ Sales Com¬ 
pany 2-year-olds in training sale. 
Successful Appeal won eight of 
22 starts, including the A.G. 
Vanderbilt Handicap-G2, With¬ 
ers Stakes-G2, Kentucky Cup 
Sprint-G2, Cowdin Stakes-G2 
and Amsterdam Stakes-G3. He 
was a graded stakes winner each 
of the three years he competed. 
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“I want them to feel like they own 100 
percent. ”—Starview Stable’s Pam Petrusha, 
shown holding trophy with husband Joe 


“It’s not going to be John’s 
last stakes winner and it won’t be 
ours,” said Joe, who earned an 
engineering degree at Trenton 
State. Even so, he conceded, 
“Buying Successful Appeal was a 
very, very lucky day” 

The beneficiaries included his 
wife, Pam, who earned a degree 
in biology at St. John’s Univer¬ 
sity, and three other original 
partners in Star view’s first horse. 


The Petruskas—he’s 46 and 
she’s 45—had been attending 
races at Monmouth Park, Garden 
State and Atlantic City and mak¬ 
ing annual trips to Saratoga since 
the mid-’80s. In 1991, they 
attended a new owner seminar at 
Saratoga conducted by the Thor¬ 
oughbred Owners and Breeders 
Association. “We went to other 
ownership seminars, and we 
decided, based on that, we would 


become members of a partner¬ 
ship,” Joe said. “We got involved 
with different partnerships. In 
the summer of ’97, I decided I 
would like to do it myself.” 

Petruska approached Kim- 
mel and asked if he would train 
for him. Kimmel agreed and 
advised Petruska to wait to pur¬ 
chase his first horse until the 
Ocala sale the following Febru¬ 
ary. They wound up with one of 


the best sprinters in the country. 
Successful Appeal finished fifth 
to Artax in the 1999 Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-Gl and is currently 
standing stud at Walmac South 
in Ocala. 

Petruska said Starview has 
two current partnerships for 
anyone willing to risk between 
$15,000 to $20,000 for the mini¬ 
mum 10 percent of two recent 
2-year-old purchases, a filly by 
Awesome Again and a Carson 
City colt. The maximum share is 
30 percent, and Starview retains 
a 5 to 10 percent interest in 
every horse. 

“Our focus is having horses 
that John Kimmel wants in his 
barn, and paying keen attention 
to our members,” Pam Petruska 
said. “If they only have 10 per¬ 
cent of the horse, I want them 
to feel like they own 100 per¬ 
cent.” 

That’s how Michael and 
Loretta Hannan must have felt 
when they sent this note to the 
Petruskas: “My thanks and 
appreciation for all you have 
done for Loretta and me. This 
includes, and certainly is not lim¬ 
ited to, the securing of club¬ 
house passes for our friends, 
winner’s circle photos, videos of 
winning races, etc.” 

HUSBAND AND 
WIFE 

The Petruskas don’t have a 
monopoly on successful hus¬ 
band-wife partnerships in the 
Mid-Atlantic. Trainer Kathleen 
(Kate) DeMasi and her husband 
Greg have been operating 
Pewter Stable in Mullica Hill, 
N.J., since 1984. “She trains, and 
I run the partnerships,” said 
Greg, a 40-year-old native of 
Philadelphia whose dad, an 
internist, would take him to 
Delaware Park. “We’d play on 
the swings while he played the 
horses. Before I learned to read, 
I read the Daily Racing Form” 

Pewter Stable has an elabo¬ 
rate website. An initial screen 
shows a swirling horse as the 
introduction program loads 
before the image morphs into a 
horse at the finish line. A second 
screen is labeled “Producing 
winners all the way,” and a third 
“The Pewter Stable.” 

Browsers can then watch a 
video of one of Pewter Stable’s 
stars, $300,000-plus earner Merry 
Princess, winning a stakes race.

She's been running her own 
stable since 1984 and presently 
has a stable of 40 horses she 
races in Maryland, Delaware, 
Philadelphia, New York, New 
Jersey and West Virginia. 

Pewter Stable still has its best 
horse, multiple stakes winner 
Tj’s Tuff as Nails, a 12-year-old 
gray mare in foal to Silver 
Charm purchased for $15,500 at 
a 2-year-olds in training sale in 
Ocala. Tj's Tuff as Nails won 
five of 27 turf starts and three 
of 12 on dirt, bankrolling 
$217,908. 

“She raced in partnership 
and they retain interest/ 5 Greg 
said. “There were four people in 
that one. We will market the 
baby and they will get the same 
percentages. 55 

Pewter Stable currendy has 
20 partnerships involving 20 to 
25 horses. “Most of them are 
race horses, a small percentage 
are pinhooked yearlings and the 
rest are claimers or 2-year-olds/ 5 
Greg said. 

Investors take anywhere 
from five to 50 percent of a 
horse and spend as little as 
$2,500 or as much as $50,000. “I 
have people at all different lev¬ 
els/ 5 DeMasi said. “The pluses 
to me are you're minimizing 
your risk. You give people an 
opportunity to spread the risk 
around. That's the chief advan¬ 
tage. The minus is you have to 
get along with others. If you're 
the kind of owner who wants to 
call all the shots, being in a part¬ 
nership is not for you." 

NEW KID ON 
THE BLOCK 

West Virginia-based Living 
Dreams Racing Stable, whose 
website boasts, “Making Dreams 
Come True," is in just its second 
year of operation under 40-year- 
old Rick Hardy, who is the parts 
manager at an automobile deal¬ 
ership when he's not involved 
with horses. 

The native of Louisiana start¬ 
ed going to the track at Louisi-

percent ownership with an initial 
investment lower than most 
partnerships. “I made it cheap, 
where you could get in at $500," 
Hardy said. “For a 10 percent 
share, partners would be looking 
at $180 per month. That's what 
makes it so attractive. The 
expenses haven't skyrocketed 
yet." 

Hardy has taken a 21 st cen¬ 
tury approach to attracting cus¬ 
tomers. “I did some advertising 
on the Internet," he said. “You 
got a lot of people who enjoy 
the gambling part of it who 
wanted to enjoy the rest that rac¬ 
ing has to offer. They want to be 
able to see the horse, pet the 
horse, watch the workouts. We 
have partners in California and 
Louisiana. I've got everything 
from lawyers to investment 
companies to a guy who's a 
handicapper and some guys who 
work at plants. It's a pretty wide 
range." 

All have the same goal. 
Damian C., a corporate tax man¬ 
ager in New Jersey, e-mailed 
Hardy: “I started going to the 
races, Freehold and the Mead- 
owlands, when I was 10 years 
old with my father. I've always 
loved horses and wanted to be 
an owner someday. This venture 
has really made my dreams 
come true." # 


ana Downs. “I fell in love with 
it," he said. “I fell in love with 
the whole thing. When I saw 
what was going on with West 
Virginia's slot machines, I fig¬ 
ured out people could claim 
horses and make money. You 
can claim a horse for $5,000 and 
run for $14,000 or $15,000, as 
opposed to Louisiana, where 
you could claim a horse for 
$10,000 and run for $6,000." 

After spending a year in 
other partnerships, Hardy decid¬ 
ed to start his own in January 
2002. He claimed Run Robin, a 
5-year-old mare, for $5,000 at 
Charles Town, but did not have 
her for long. In a span of less 
than four months, “we took her 
for $5,000; she won two races 
and finished third, and got 
claimed for $5,000," Hardy said. 

Sam Keyrouze trains for 
Living Dreams and Jerry Quinn 
will too, as the stable looks to 
expand. 

Currently, Living Dreams 
has three partnerships involving 
25 people. They took 5 to 50

K auai King was named for a 
Hawaiian island, raised in 
Virginia, purchased by a 
Nebraskan at a New York year¬ 
ling sale, had his racing career 
managed by Kentuckians, then 
served stallion duty in England 
and Japan. 

But the horse’s feet first hit 
the ground in Maryland. And 
after he won the 1966 Kentucky 
Derby, Kauai King forever 
belonged to Maryland. 

His path to victory at 
Churchill Downs was uncon¬ 
ventional, to say the least. After 
a disappointing loss in the 
Florida Derby, Kauai King’s 
handlers sent the horse to blue- 
collar Bowie race course in 
southern Maryland in hopes of 
rebuilding his confidence and 
perfecting his running style. In 
winning the Derby, Kauai King 
employed the tactics he’d 
learned at Bowie. 

His victory avenged the most 
famous Kentucky Derby loss of 
all time. Kauai King’s sire Native 
Dancer, one of the great horses 
of the 20th century, suffered his 
one defeat from 22 career starts 
in the Kentucky Derby of 1953, 
losing a narrow decision to the 
unheralded colt Dark Star. If 
lady luck had slammed the door 
on Native Dancer, she had a key 
made for Kauai King. 

After his racing career ended, 
Native Dancer went to stud at 
his owner Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm in Glyndon, Md. 
Dr. Frank O’Keefe Jr., owner of 
Pine Brook Farm in Warrenton, 
Va., bred his 20-year-old *Blen- 
heim II mare Sweep In to Native 
Dancer in 1962 and he returned 
the mare to Sagamore in the 
winter of 1963, so that after 
foaling she might be bred to 
Glob emas ter. 


Sweep In passed along her 
dark bay coat, and the white star 
between her eyes, to her Native 
Dancer foal. O’Keefe told 
Edward Bowen of The Blood- 
Horse, ‘"What I liked most about 
[Kauai King] was his disposi¬ 
tion. He was always easy-going 
and calm as a yearling.” 

Tom Gentry, a young Ken¬ 
tucky breeder and bloodstock 
agent, took a shine to the year¬ 
ling as well. 


Representing Omaha, Nebr., 
native Mike Ford at the Saratoga 
yearling sale in the summer of 
1964, Gentry bid $42,000 to 
acquire the Pine Brook colt. 
Kauai King was then turned 
over to Gentry’s cousin, Loyd 
(Boo) Gentry, for training. 

Ford, who’d served as a 
Marine corporal in Korea, part¬ 
nered with his father in the 
invention of a railroad boxcar 
grain door made of corrugated 


paper. This door was four times 
cheaper to produce than the 
conventional model. When Inter¬ 
national-Stanley Corp. bought 
the patent from the Fords, the 
then 34-year-old ex-Marine sud¬ 
denly had plenty of time and 
money to chase down his life’s 
ambitions, one of which was to 
own and race Thoroughbreds. 

Before 1964, Gentry had 
made two significant buys for 
Ford. They went to $57,000 for

a yearling who turned out to be 
the major stakes winner Royal 
Gunner. It took just $17,000 to 
obtain Ford’s 1964 Breeders’ 
Futurity winner Umbrella Fella. 

For inspiration in selecting a 
name, the owner looked to his 
colt’s grandsire Polynesian. Ford 
said, “We vacationed in the 
Hawaiian islands and we had this 
colt by a Polynesian horse.. . the 
king of Kauai was never sup¬ 
posed to have been conquered. I 
believe it is pronounced kow- 
ow-ee out there.” 

During the horse’s career, 
there were countless pronuncia¬ 
tions: kah-ooh-ah-ee, kou-ee, 
kah-why-ee; though, early on, 
Kauai King didn’t create enough 
interest for anyone to worry 
about who was getting his name 
right. “When we were breaking 
him as a yearling, he looked just 
clumsy,” Tom Gentry said. 
“He’d stumble running in a pad- 
dock. Loyd told me that he 
about fell down on the race 
track once as a 2-year-old.” 

In his career debut on May 26, 
1965, Kauai King proved imme¬ 
diately conquerable, having to 
chase home Porter County in a 
five-furlong maiden allowance 
race at Arlington Park. Loyd 
Gentry liked the horse’s race 
enough to start him in the Joliet 
Stakes just a week later and 
Kauai King finished an even 
third to He Jr. and Florida Value. 

Nine days afterward, Kauai 
King showed signs of real tal¬ 
ent, cruising to a six-length tally 
at Arlington, completing the five 
and a half furlongs in 1:04%. 
Thereafter, he began fighting 
physical problems. A last-of-13 
finish in another sprint stakes in 
late August sent the young colt 
to the sidelines for the rest of 
the year. 


At the time, he wasn’t missed. 
The Chicago-based fleet of 2- 
year-olds was an exceptional lot 
that year. Our Michael and He 
Jr. were fast, promising horses, 
but it was Darby Dan Farm’s 
Graustark who owned a reputa¬ 
tion as the best colt around. 
After a handful of daylight wins, 
it was hoped that Graustark 
might get to square off on his 


home court against Buckpasser, 
the best of the New York juve¬ 
niles, in the Arlington-Washing¬ 
ton Futurity. Graustark, however, 
was also suffering from growing 
pains and missed the race. 

Buckpasser blew into town, 
opened a commanding lead a 
furlong out in the Futurity, but 
suddenly grew bored with it. 
Jockey Braulio Baeza kept Buck- 
passer busy enough that they 
managed to hit the finish a half- 
length in front of hard-charging 
Fathers Image. 

Owned and bred by Ogden 
Phipps and trained by Bill 
Winfrey, Buckpasser went on to 
win the Champagne Stakes from 
Our Michael and was voted 
champion 2-year-old colt.

BARNS 

In 1966, the winter meet at 
Hialeah figured to be memo¬ 
rable. Both Graustark and Buck- 
passer, now trained by Eddie 
Neloy, who took over after the 
resignation of Winfrey, were 
there; waiting in the wings was a 


collection of slick, Neloy-trained 
3-year-olds. Impressive, a Phipps 
colt, possessed world-class 
speed (and ultimately would be 
voted the season’s champion 
sprinter). Neloy also had a pair 
of Wheadey Stable-owned colts, 
Stupendous and Bold and Brave. 

The former, something of a 
late bloomer, had won just a 
couple of races from eight starts 
at 2. At Hialeah, Stupendous 
turned into a serious race horse. 
From late January to early 
February, he clicked off two 
facile allowance wins before 
squaring off against Impressive 
and Buckpasser, the latter in his 
3-year-old debut, in yet another 
allowance race on February 14. 
For all of his improvements, 


however, Stupendous was an 
also-ran this time in the wager¬ 
less exhibition. Though he was 
supposedly Buckpasser’s rabbit, 
Impressive set all the pace in the 
seven-furlong tilt, winning easily 
by four and a half lengths in 
1:21%, which tied the track 
record for the distance. 

Actually, the reputation 
enhanced most by this race was 
Graustark’s. Twelve days earlier, 
the Darby Dan colt had devoured 
Impressive in the stretch run of 
the seven-furlong Bahamas 
Stakes, winning off by four 
lengths. That event marked 
Graustark’s second win at the 
Hialeah meet, as well as his sec¬ 
ond straight for his new trainer, 
Loyd Gentry. 

Late in 1965, Gentry had 
taken over the Darby Dan stable 
for the retiring James Conway. 
Gentry, in turn, had given up his 
public stable, which included the 
horses he trained for Mike Ford. 
Ford’s horses, one of whom was 
Kauai King, were then turned 
over to Gentry’s childhood 
friend Henry Forrest 

As fragile as he was fast, 
Graustark didn’t race for a cou¬ 
ple of months after his Bahamas 
win. He returned in April at 
Keeneland and easily won two 
allowance races, turning in per¬ 
formances so impressive that 
Keeneland officials decided to 
measure the *Ribot colt’s stride. 
They found it reached 25 feet 
and 5 inches, just seven inches 
shorter than Man o’ War’s. 

Henry Forrest, like Loyd 
Gentry, trained his young horses 
rigorously. He brought Kauai 
King to racing fitness with hard 
workouts at Hialeah and also 
found an all-business jockey in 
Don Brumfield to teach the 
horse his trade. Kauai King’s

stumbling days seemed gone for 
good when he made his 3-year- 
old debut in allowance company 
on February 9. Well back early, 
he rushed into contention turn¬ 
ing for home, then drew off to a 
two and three-quarter-length 
win. Time for the six furlongs 
was a crisp 1:10%. Twelve days 
later, Kauai King replicated that 
final clocking over a sloppy 
track, winning by two lengths 
over Real Easy, who was also 
receiving 11 pounds. 

Further improvement ensued. 
On March 5, opening weekend 
of the nearby Gulfstream Park 
meeting, Forrest sprinted Kauai 
King a final time in the Hutche¬ 
son Stakes, a race in which he 
closed ground but finished sec¬ 
ond to the also-improving Bold 
and Brave. The field included 15 
runners and the final time of 
1:22% for seven furlongs was 
noteworthy. But the Hutcheson 
result seemed ho-hum in com¬ 
parison to what had happened at 
Hialeah two days earlier. 

As the end of their meet | 
neared, Hialeah officials appar- ® 
endy had grown tired of minus 1 
pools caused by the powerful 5 
stables of that time. Because of 
entry rules, all horses with the 
same trainer had to race as an 
single betting interest. The 
Flamingo Stakes figured to see 
the entry of Buckpasser and 
Stupendous as the 1-5 favorites 
they’d been in the recent Ever¬ 
glades Stakes. But Buckpasser 
had struggled to win that race, 
and, as a result, the Flamingo 
field featured seven other run¬ 
ners, a couple of whom seemed 
to have at least a puncher’s 
chance at pulling an upset. 

Still, Hialeah decided to 
make the Flamingo a betiess 
exhibition; the race was dubbed

by the press as the “Chicken 
Flamingo.” 

Noted turf scribe Russ 
Harris said, “The closing day 
crowd of 30,011 booed every 
word of track announcer Fred 
Caposella. They even booed when 
the one-and-only Bing Crosby 
appeared in the winner’s circle 
after the race to present the win¬ 
ning trophy to Ogden Phipps.” 

If Buckpasser had lost the 
race—and a sixteenth of a mile 
out he looked certain to—Hia¬ 
leah officials might have looked 


like bad handicappers, as well as 
timid businessmen. After taking 
control of the race nearing the 
three-sixteenths pole, Buckpasser 
employed his occasional dirty 
trick of waiting for the competi¬ 
tion. 

It came fast from his outside, 
a small blur of an Illinois-bred 
named Abe’s Hope, ridden by 
19-year-old Earlie Fires. Abe’s 
Hope quickly opened a two- 
length lead. Both Neloy and 
Buckpasser’s jockey Bill Shoe¬ 
maker believed the race was 


over. “I didn’t figure we had a 
chance in the world to pick up 
that horse,” Shoemaker told 
Russ Harris. 

Buckpasser pulled himself 
together and put together an 
unlikely rally that had him a nose 
in front of Abe’s Hope at the 
wire. But it was a race that took a 
toll on Buckpasser. He suffered a 
quarter crack, which then became 
infected. 

One of the two heavy Ken¬ 
tucky Derby favorites was now 
out of the race. 
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Owner Mike Ford, pictured en route to the Preakness winner’s circle with Kauai King, paid $42,000 for the son of Native Dancer at the Saratoga Yearling sale.

PATHS 

Both the Lexington Herald- 
Leader and The Maryland Horse 
put Kauai King’s name in head¬ 
lines after his first race around 
two turns on March 15. The 
Forrest-trained colt won the 
mile and a sixteenth allowance 
fare at Gulfstream by two 
lengths, the final time of 1:42% 
just one second slower than 
Round Table’s track record. 

“[Kauai King is the] bright¬ 
est Maryland-bred of the spring 
season,” trumpeted The Maryland 
Horse. 

“He may earn a trip to 
Churchill Downs if he contin¬ 
ues to run well,” Tom Gentry 
told the Herald-Leader. 

Kauai King did just that, 
winning the mile and a sixteenth 
Fountain of Youth Stakes eight 
days later. 

It was his first test against 
proven 3-year-old company. Late- 
running Amberoid, a steady 
stakes performer, was second; 
Abe’s Hope took third. 


In a startling twist of fate , 
five days after the Governor’s 
Gold Cup , Kauai King would 
also become the Kentucky 
Derby favorite . 


In the April 2 Florida Derby, 
Kauai King was favored for only 
the second time in his career. 
Brumfield had been keeping his 
charge a bit closer in the early 
going in those first two-turn 
races, but Kauai King was out¬ 
run early in the Florida Derby. 
“Last time [in the Fountain of 
Youth], I was throwing him 
down and he stayed within a 
couple of lengths of the same 
colt [Bold and Brave],” Brum¬ 
field said. “This time, I had to 
drive him to keep him within 
eight lengths.” 

Kauai King did close some 
ground down the stretch, but 
was bothered late by a traffic 
jam just in front of him and 
could do no better than fifth, 
two lengths behind winner Abe’s 
Hope (who was subsequently 
disqualified for causing the 
ruckus). 

After Kauai King’s Kentucky 
Derby victory, trainer Forrest 
would say magnanimously that 
his friend and Kauai King’s for¬ 
mer trainer, Loyd Gentry, had 
always rated Graustark and 
Kauai King virtually together in 
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terms of talent. In early April, 
however, Forrest himself seemed 
to have his doubts. He shipped 
most of his stable to Keeneland, 
where Graustark was also bed¬ 
ded down. But Kauai King, 
accompanied by his owner, Mike 
Ford, was sent to Maryland. 

Writer Robert J. Clark 
described Bowie race course as a 
place where “they did things the 
hard way/’ The track played third 
fiddle to Maryland's other major 
tracks, Laurel and Pimlico, and 
annually was assigned the brutal 
winter racing dates. On January 
31, 1966, a terrible barn fire at 
Bowie took the lives of 44 horses. 
The fire was blamed on over¬ 
loaded circuits caused by exces¬ 
sive use of heaters to offset bit¬ 
terly cold weather. 

But Bowie was also the only 
game in town, at least for that 
winter. The New York season 
didn't begin until mid-March and 
Garden State chose to open only 
after Hialeah closed. Bowie’s 
good winter at the admissions 
gate and the parimutuel win¬ 
dows allowed track officials to 
beef up the track's stakes pro¬ 
gram. 

The Governor's Gold Cup, 
traditionally a seven-furlong race 
earlier in the year, had first been 
run in 1955 and subsequendy 
produced a modest list of 
Kentucky Derby starters: Mister 
Jive, Besomer, Festival King, 
Bonjour. In order to heighten its 
stature, Bowie management 
made three adjustments: increas¬ 
ing the purse to $100,000, 
lengthening the race to a mile 
and a sixteenth, and moving it to 
two weeks before the Derby. 
The Governor's Gold Cup 
would compete with Aqueduct's 
Wood Memorial for 3-year-olds 
hoping to duck Graustark. 

Forrest and Ford decided to 
prep Kauai King for the Gold 
Cup in the restricted Prince 
George's Stakes, also at Bowie. 
The event was at a mile and a 
sixteenth and restricted to 
Maryland-breds. Though Kauai 
King suffered a discouraging 
loss in the Florida Derby, his 
class edge was overwhelming to 
the Bowie players, who knocked 
him all the way down to odds of 
3-10. The race strategy for 
Brumfield was simple: get the 
horse into contention early and 
try to keep him there. The race 
was contested over a sloppy 
track, and Kauai King struggled 
with the surface. After grabbing 


a short lead early, the colt was 
headed once and had to fight 
harder than expected to earn a 
two-length victory in the plod¬ 
ding time of 1:47%. 

“He won only on his class," 
Brumfield said. “The track had 
been very hard underneath earli¬ 
er in the day and most of the 
trainers didn't think stickers were 
necessary. By the time our race 
came up, the bottom had disinte¬ 
grated and we didn't have stick¬ 
ers and my colt was lost." 

It was a tough race but a valu¬ 
able one for the horse and his 
connections. They now sur¬ 
mised that the closer to the lead 
Kauai King was early in a race, 
the more interested he'd be in 
winning it. 

Unlike Graustark, however, 
Kauai King's victories didn't 
seem to scare off anybody. Ten 
sophomores lined up to face him 
in the Governor's Gold Cup. 
(The Wood also wound up with 
11 starters and was won by 
Amberoid.) 

Some names at Bowie were 
familiar ones: Stupendous was 
exiting a sizzling victory in the 
Gotham Stakes (running a mile 
in 1:34%); Salt Spray was a solid 
local runner; Our Michael was 
taking one more try at two turns; 
and Quinta was exiting a nice 
win over Impressive in the Bay 
Shore Stakes. Stupendous was 
selected as the public choice, 
leaving the gate at odds of 5-2. 
Kauai King was 2.80-1. 

Kauai King, breaking from 
post five, rated less than a length 
off a moderate early pace set by 
longshot Old Maestro. Salt Spray 
kept to the outside of those two 
for a few furlongs, but leaving 
the half-mile pole, Brumfield cut 
Kauai King loose and they 
quickly opened a two and a half- 
length lead. Pete Anderson, 
who'd ridden Stupendous to vic¬ 
tory in the Gotham, sent his 
horse after the Maryland-bred 
and as the field wound around 
the turn, it became a two-horse 
race. 

Stupendous charged within a 
half-length of Kauai King at the 
eighth pole and it seemed as if 
his momentum would carry him 
to a decisive score. 

But just inside the furlong 
marker, Kauai King responded. 
With Stupendous drifting in 
slightly, Brumfield steered his 
mount into the clear and they 
raced on to a three-length win. 
Final time for the distance was 


1:44, a second and two-fifths off 
Social Outcast's mark. As impres¬ 
sive as Kauai King's courage was 
the fact he raced the final six¬ 
teenth in six seconds flat. 

Brumfield said, “The way the 
King pulled away when chal¬ 
lenged was hard to believe." 

Bowie racing secretary Larry 
Abbundi told Daily Racing Form 


correspondent Joe Hickey Jr., 
“Graustark or no Graustark, you 
can bet your Pocahontas that 
Mike Ford's colt will win the 
Derby." 

With a pair of Maryland vic¬ 
tories to bolster his reputation, 
as well as his confidence, Kauai 
King returned to Henry For¬ 
rest's Kentucky operation as a 


UNIQUE DERBY STREAK

A fter waiting nine decades 
for its first Kentucky 
Derby winner, Maryland 
almost got credit for three 
consecutive Derby winners, in 
1966,'67 and '68. 

Kauai King, a Maryland- 
bred son of Maryland stallion 
Native Dancer, ended the long 
dry spell in 1966. 

In 1967, a longshot Mary¬ 
land-bred named Barbs Delight 
led for the first nine furlongs 
of the Derby, only to be nabbed 
late by Proud Clarion. The 
Derby winner that year was 
trained by Loyd Gentry, the man 
who’d given up Kauai King. 

In 1968, Dancer's Image, 
another Maryland-bred son of 
Native Dancer, finished first in 
the Kentucky Derby but was 
disqualified after testing posi¬ 
tive for phenylbutazone. 

If his victory had held, 
Dancer’s Image would have 
completed a Kauai King-like 
trifecta in that one of his 
Derby preps was a victory in 
the mile and a sixteenth Gov¬ 
ernor’s Gold Cup at Bowie. 


With Dancer's Image's dis¬ 
qualification, the official Derby 
victor became Forward Pass, 
who was trained by Henry 
Forrest of Kauai King fame. 
Forrest ranks as the only train¬ 
er ever to saddle two Derby 
winners from just two starters. 

The Governor's Gold Cup 
was run two weeks before the 
Wood Memorial (which Danc¬ 
er's Image also won) in 1968. 
Because Bowie did not have 
the April dates in Maryland, 
the race was not run at all the 
year before. In the years fol¬ 
lowing 1968, the Governor's 
Gold Cup simply faded away. 
When the race was brought 
back in 1977, it was renamed 
the Governor's Cup Handicap 
and moved to a fall date. Some 
nice horses won it, too: Cox's 
Ridge, Truly Bound, Nasty and 
Bold. 

The Gold Cup's life as an 
important Kentucky Derby 
prep race had been a short 
one.

THE GHOST IN THE 
WINNER’S CIRCLE 

N icknamed the “Gray Ghost of Sagamore,” Native Dancer went 
undefeated in nine starts at 2, not only winning a divisional 
championship, but horse of the year honors. At 3, he was the 
horse nobody wanted to run against. 

However, the Triple Crown did not bring out Native Dancer’s best. 
After suffering a near-unbelievable Derby upset (his only loss in 22 
career starts), he struggled to narrow wins over Jamie K. in both the 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes. 

After retiring to stud at his owner/breeder Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm in Glyndon, Md., Native Dancer made a mark on the 
Derby that is matched by few other sires. Kauai King is his first and 
only (official) direct offspring to win the Derby (see Derby Streak side- 
bar), but Native Dancer appeared in a Derby winner’s pedigree as 
early as 1964, as the broodmare sire of Northern Dancer. 

Native Dancer was also the grandsire of Derby winner Majestic 
Prince (’69), and great-grandsire of Triple Crown winner Affirmed 
(78) and filly Genuine Risk (’80). 

Since 1986, Native Dancer’s name can be found in the pedigrees 
of no fewer than 13 Kentucky Derby winners. The last five Derby win¬ 
ners—Real Quiet, Charismatic, Fusaichi Pegasus, Monarchos and 
War Emblem—all have blood from the Vanderbilt legend running 
through their veins. In the last half-century, perhaps only Bold Ruler 
can lay claim to having equal or greater influence in the pedigrees of 
Kentucky Derby winners. 

Shortly after Kauai King’s Preakness victory, his owner Mike Ford 
was visited by Alfred Vanderbilt. Ford reported that, “[Vanderbilt] said 
there was only one thing wrong with Kauai King. He said the horse 
carried the wrong colors.” /Andy Plattner 


[Trainer Lucien] Laurin, who 
chased Kauai King home five 
times with Amberoid before 
catching him in the Belmont ; 
said, “Kauai King is a better 
horse than we all thought. ” 


premier Kentucky Derby con¬ 
tender. In a star ding twist of 
fate, five days after the Gover¬ 
nor’s Gold Cup, Kauai King 
would also become the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby favorite. Graustark, 
facing just two rivals, was beaten 
at odds of 1-10 in the Blue 
Grass Stakes. 

The day before the race, 
Graustark had worked three fur¬ 
longs in the remarkable time of 
:33%, but during his cooling out 
treatment, the horse was off 
slightly in his front left. The 
problem was diagnosed as a 
“gravel,” or an infection that had 
worked itself clear from the 
hoof. X-rays revealed no further 
damage, but during the Blue 
Grass, Graustark could not 
maintain his long early lead and 
lost a ferocious stretch duel with 
Abe’s Hope. Two days later, fur¬ 
ther X-rays discovered a wing 
fracture of a coffin bone in the 
same foot. Graustark never 
raced again. 

The 1966 Kentucky Derby 
was left with just one serious 
frontrunner. 

On May, 7, when the gates 
swung open for the 92nd run¬ 
ning of the Kentucky Derby, 
Kauai King and his opportunis¬ 
tic rider made a winning hand of 
the strangely lucky cards they’d 
been dealt. Brumfield darted 
Kauai King over from their post 
12 and grabbed a short lead over 
Quinta, the third-place finisher 
of the Governor’s Gold Cup. 
And, just as he had at Bowie, 
Kauai King opened a clear lead 
moving down the backstretch. 
The pace was demanding—:22%, 
:46Vs and 1:10%. Challengers 
lined up to try him heading for 
the far turn. Stupendous rallied 
smartly along the inside and 
Wood runner-up Advocator 
loomed a threat turning for 
home. Abe’s Hope and Louisi¬ 


ana Derby hero Blue Skyer came 
charging, too. In the final six¬ 
teenth, Kauai King was fighting 
mostly on guts and the line came 
up just in time. He beat Advo¬ 
cator a half-length. 

One more length separated 
Blue Skyer (third). Stupendous 
(fourth) and Abe’s Hope (fifth). 
The final quarter seemed to have 
taken forever, lasting 26% sec¬ 
onds. But Maryland had already 
been waiting 91 years for its first 
Derby winner. 

Two weeks later in the Preak¬ 
ness Stakes, Stupendous tried 
taking the race early to Kauai 
King, though Brumfield cagily 
elected to bide his time in second. 

Just inside the stretch drive, 
he let Maryland’s first Kentucky 
Derby winner roll and the colt 
drove to a one and three-quar¬ 
ter-length win. 

It was Lucien Laurin-trained 
Amberoid who dashed Kauai 
King’s Triple Crown hopes, win¬ 
ning the mile and a half Belmont 
Stakes at Aqueduct by two and a 
half lengths over King Ranch’s 
Buffle. A spent Kauai King, who 
had the lead after a mile and a 
quarter, wound up fourth, beat¬ 
en almost eight lengths. 

The Ford colt would be syn¬ 
dicated for a then-record $2.5 
million, but only started once 
more, finishing fifth in Buck- 
passer’s world record-setting Ar¬ 
lington Classic Handicap, from 
which he emerged with a bowed 
tendon. The syndicate value was 
reduced to $2.16 million when 
Kauai King was retired after that 
race. He won nine of 16 starts 
and earned $381,397. 

Laurin, who chased Kauai 
King home five times with 
Amberoid before finally catch¬ 
ing him in the Belmont, might 
have spoken for many when he 
said, “Kauai King is a better 
horse than we all thought.” #

If steeplechasing 
gets a share of 
slots revenue, 
everybody wins 


G et in line. Take a number. 
Please wait behind the yel¬ 
low line. Now serving num¬ 
ber 386. No pushing. No shov¬ 
ing. 

It gets crowded here in the 
crush of interests looking for a 
piece of the slots pie in Mary¬ 
land and Pennsylvania. But, hey, 
everybody else is asking and 
steeplechasing might as well get 
its hand in the air. This side of 
Thoroughbred racing deserves a 
portion of the revenue along 
with race track owners, state 
budgets, purse accounts and 
bred funds. 

Really. In both states, slots 
supporters trumpet the benefits 
to the industry beyond inflated 
race track purses and showplace 
racing facilities. 

Slot machine revenue will 
help breeding farms, feed stores, 
veterinarians, grain farmers, hay 
dealers, van companies, every¬ 
body. 

Put steeplechasing on that 
list too, because Thoroughbred 
horses jump in both states. 

First, there’s the racing. 
Pennsylvania has four days of 
National Steeplechase Associa¬ 
tion competition per year—at 
Radnor, Willowdale and the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup meets, 
plus Philadelphia Park. Mary¬ 
land has six days—My Lady’s 
Manor, Grand National, Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup, Fair Hill and 
Shawan Downs plus a race at 
Pimlico. 


Both states could have more 
racing, especially with additional 
money set aside for purse 
accounts. Steeplechase purse 
money comes from the race 
meets, which raise the dollars 
($20,000 per race) from spon¬ 
sorship, donations and gate 
receipts. Another source of 
purse money would change the 
game. 

Second, there’re the people. 
Dozens of the sport’s leading 
owners and trainers are based in 
the two Mid-Atlantic states. 
Those people represent hun¬ 
dreds of jobs, thousands of 
acres of farmland, millions of 
dollars in horse-related expenses. 

Maryland-based horsemen 
Tom Voss, Ricky Hendriks, Jack 
Fisher, Jeremy Gillam and Alicia 
Murphy hit the top 15 NSA 
trainers in 2002. Combined, they 
represent 344 starts and 63 wins. 
Top-15 owners Contrarian 
Stables, Arcadia Stable, Black¬ 
woods Stable and Mimi Voss call 
the Free State home. 

Pennsylvania-based trainers 
Sanna Hendriks, Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard, Bruce Miller and Janet 
Elliot cracked the top 15 by 
making 230 starts and winning 
49 races. Top-15 owners from 
the Keystone State included 
Mike Moran, Bill Pape, Edie 
Dixon and Augustin Stables. 

In both states, steeplechase 
horses are based on farms or 
training centers that support 
every level of equine service 
industries, employ large crews of 
people and keep open space just 
that—open. The trickle-down 
effect of steeplechasing (just like 
that of flat racing and harness 
racing) reaches hay dealers, feed 
companies, veterinarians, van 
companies, blacksmiths, tack 
shops, tractor dealers, mush¬ 
room farms, insurance compa¬ 
nies, gas stations, restaurants, 
fence installers and just about 
any important state economic 
group. 

Third, there are the causes. 
Steeplechase meets in both 
states benefit worthwhile chari¬ 
ties such as the Brandywine 
Conservancy, the Stroud Water 
Research Center, Union Hospi¬ 
tal, Greater Baltimore Medical 


Center and others. Money point¬ 
ed toward steeplechase racing 
will point toward those places as 
well (and—think about it Har¬ 
risburg and Annapolis—how 
politically correct will that 
sound?). Maryland’s Fair Hill 
race course is even owned by the 
state, which should surely sup¬ 
port additional use of the race 
course. 

Steeplechasing must join 
with the rest of the Thorough¬ 
bred industry in both states and 
make the point that the jumpers 
deserve their share. We’re all in 
this together. The initial bill pre¬ 
sented by Maryland’s governor 
included some money for stee¬ 
plechase meets, but who knows 
what the final law will look like. 
Steeple chasing is part of the 
Thoroughbred industry—not 
something separate—and won’t 
benefit substantially if not 
specifically in the slots law. 

Get on the telephone. Write 
letters (feel free to enclose this 
column). Make the case that 
there’s more to Thoroughbred 
racing in Pennsylvania and Mary¬ 
land than parimutuel tracks. This 
makes sense for everyone. 

The numbers will have to be 
sorted out by someone more 
qualified than this writer, but 
steeple chasing wouldn’t need 
much. Create a formula (num¬ 
ber of racing days, perhaps— 
and remember, Fair Hill is 
approved for far more than it 
uses), and work it The jobs, 
acreage, economic impact and 
charity connections count for 
something and should be con¬ 
sidered. 

Like all good puzzles, this 
one won’t be done until we find 
the final piece. If (when?) 
steeple chasing gets a share of 
the slots revenue in Maryland 
and Pennsylvania, there needs to 
be a proper and equitable way to 
distribute the money. Slots rev¬ 
enue must fund additional rac- 
ing opportunities, and do more 
than just increase the purses of 
existing races. The future needs 
to include more races and more 
racing days. 

Count steeplechasing in on 
slot machines, and everybody 
wins. w

PEDIGREES by Anne Peters 


How superb 
bloodlines can 
combine for 
superior results 


W hile much of the notori¬ 
ety in the Thoroughbred 
breeding business goes to 
big-name stallions such as Storm 
Cat, Mr. Prospector and Danzig, 
most breeders covet an even 
rarer bird, the “blue hen” brood¬ 
mare—the multiple stakes pro¬ 
ducer. 

Only 51 North American- 
based broodmares were repre¬ 
sented by more than one stakes 
winner in 2002, and three of 
those mares reside in the Mid- 
Adantic region. 

Marylanders Sondra and 
Howard Bender’s Foufa pro¬ 
duced three 2002 stakes winners: 
Full Brush (g, 1995, by Broad 
Brush), Certantee (g, 1997, by 
Known Fact) and Foufa’s War¬ 
rior (g, 2000, by Jade Hunter). 

Robert H. Lloyd’s West Vir¬ 
ginia-based Roberta Grump had 
two: Sweet Annuity (f., 1997, by 
Oh Say) and Shesanothergrump 
(f., 1999, by Weshaam). 

The third member of this 
impressive trio is Allaire duPont’s 
mare Shiner, dam of Shine 
Again (f., 1997, by Wild Again) 
and Shiny Band (f., 1998, by 
Dixieland Band). 

Both of Shiner’s daughters 
were the creme dela creme— 
graded stakes winners—-in 2002. 
Shine Again, a four-time stakes 
winner in 2001, returned last 
season to her second consecu¬ 
tive victories in both the Baller¬ 
ina Handicap-Gl and First Flight 
Handicap-G2. Her younger half- 
sister Shiny Band joined the 
ranks of graded stakes winners 
with a victory in the Grade 2 
Shuvee Handicap. 


Shiner is a homebred—born, 
raised and now in production at 
duPont’s Woodstock Farm in 
Cheasapeake City, Md. DuPont’s 
horses race in the name of her 
Bohemia Stable. 

Shiner, a daughter of Two 
Punch, won three races at 4 in 
1994. Her dam was Mari Her, a 
winning daughter of Maribeau— 
Hem and Haw by Double Jay. 

Hem and Haw produced a 
pair of good stakes-winning 
colts, American History (by Tom 
Rolfe) and Delaware Chief (by 
Chieftain), who ran in the late 
1960s and early 1970s. But the 
family had done little to recom¬ 
mend itself since the two stakes- 
placed runners Mari Her pro¬ 
duced in 1978 and 1983, respec¬ 
tively: Mari’s Book (a colt by 
Northern Dancer) and Where’s 
Bob (a gelding by Akureyri). 

Is there anything about 
Shiner that suggests why a mare 
from a female line that’s been 
half-asleep for the last two gen¬ 
erations is suddenly capable of 
producing two top New York- 
class fillies? 

Without a doubt, Shiner has 
the advantage of being owned 
by one of the nation’s top breed¬ 
ers, who has access to some of 
the nation’s best proven senior 
stallions. This surely boosts the 
probabilities of getting a good 
horse. 

Shiner’s sire Two Punch, 
although a limited sprinter him¬ 
self, quickly established himself 
as one of the best sires in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. He has 
sired champion sprinter Smoke 
Glacken and additional graded 


stakes winners Taking Risks, 
Punch Line, Calipha, K. O. 
Punch and Fistfite. 

Two Punch has the pedigree 
to be a sire, being by Mr. Pros¬ 
pector out of 1980 champion 2- 
year-old filly Heavenly Cause, 
from a strong family of stakes 
winners. He has an even better 
pedigree to be a good brood¬ 
mare sire, since having superior 
female connections like this is 
something that one tends to see 
in the best broodmare sires 
almost without exception. 

Two Punch is making a good 
start as a broodmare sire, with 
half a dozen stakes winners to 
his daughters’ credit, led by 
Shine Again and Shiny Band. 

Students of pedigree are 
often guilty of looking at a 
horse’s bloodlines and saying 
“See, here’s why she’s so good!” 
Anyone who doesn’t share this 
obsession probably has an 
impulse to slap the perpetrator 
of such smugness, and who can 
blame him? 

But Shiner is a deeper puzzle. 
Although she has wonderful 
ancestors (Raise a Native, Nashua, 
*Herbager, *Ribot, Double Jay, 
etc.), her six-generation pedigree 
yields no close inbreeding or 
clever sibling crosses. She is an 
outcross at four generations, but 
has *Mahmoud 5x5 through his 
daughters Polamia and Almah- 
moud. That said, *Mahmoud 
seems to be one of those ances¬ 
tors that you can’t get enough of 
in a pedigree. And these two 
crosses come through two of his 
very best daughters. 

Now look at the mating that 
produced Shiner. Mari Her was 
also an outcrossed mare, with 
only one shared ancestor 
between her parents in six gener¬ 
ations (6x6 to *Chicle). On the 
other hand, Two Punch is 
inbred, having crosses of 
*Nasrullah 4x4 through sons 
Nashua (dam sire of Mr. 
Prospector) and Nantallah (dam 
sire of Heavenly Cause). 

Heavenly Cause was also 
inbred along this pattern, having 
*Nasrullah’s granddam Mumtaz 
Mahal 5x5 through her daugh¬ 
ters Mah Mahal (dam of *Mah- 
moud) and Mumtaz Begum 
(dam of *Nasrullah). 

Given this buildup of the 
related stallions *Nasrullah and 
*Mahmoud, one would expect 


Two Punch to cross well with 
more of this background, which 
he does. One of Two Punch’s 
best nicks is with Northern 
Dancer (thus linking up with 
*Mahmoud’s daughter Almah- 
moud) and another is with Bold 
Ruler (by *Nasrullah). 

Something different appears 
in Mari Her’s background. Her 
dam Hem and Haw (Double 
Jay—Royal Fan by *Royal Gem 
II) was also an outcross, since 
her closest duplications were 4x6 
crosses of Peter Pan and 
Broomstick. And Mari Her’s sire 
Maribeau (*Ribot—Cosmah by 
Cosmic Bomb) was outcrossed, 
his closest duplications being 
5x4 to Phalaris. To a livestock 
breeder, this much outcrossing 
hints that Mari Her would be 
upgraded when her matings pro¬ 
vide some inbreeding to rein¬ 
force existing strains (and 
strengths) in her pedigree. 

Look at what happened when 
the outcrossed Mari Her was 
mated with Northern Dancer. 
The result was Mari’s Book. 
Mari’s Book was inbred 3x4 to 
the very important broodmare 
Almahmoud, granddam of both 
Northern Dancer and Maribeau. 
Mari’s Book was stakes-placed, 
but far from a champion. He was 
better as a sire, and is proving 
better yet as a broodmare sire 
influence. His daughters have 
produced the likes of Behrens 
and Congaree in recent years. 

Could this inbreeding to the 
blue hen Almahmoud have 
something to do with Mari’s 
Book’s surprising genetic value? 
Where’s Bob, Mari Her’s stakes- 
placed son by Akureyri, also had 
Almahmoud doubled but not as 
closely, instead 5x4. 

So we come back to Shiner, 
an outcrossed mare from a line 
of outcrossed mares. As with 
her mother, owning an out- 
crossed pedigree means she is a 
likely candidate to have good 
success with clever matings that 
involve inbreeding. So how is it 
that neither Shine Again nor 
Shiny Band is inbred? 

Shine Again’s venerable old 
sire Wild Again is no Mr. 
Prospector or Storm Cat, but he 
has been one of the most con¬ 
sistent sires of race horses 
throughout a long career. Wild 
Again also happens to be a very 
inbred horse, being 3x4 to Near-

co, and 4x3 to Hyperion. These 
are close crosses of two of the 
most important stallions of the 
20th century, making Wild Again 
a genetic powerpack of influ¬ 
ence for both, which may be one 
of the secrets to his success. 

Shine Again is not inbred, 
but she does have more than the 
average number of linebred 
ancestors. Her pedigree has 
Native Dancer 4x5 through 
daughter Shenanigans and son 
Raise a Native. She has Nearco 
4x5x7x7 through Wild Again’s 
crosses of Nearco’s sons Nearc- 
tic and Dante, on top of Two 
Punch’s inbreeding to Nearco’s 
son *Nasrullah. 

Shine Again also has *Mah- 
moud 5x6x6 through Wild 
Again’s third dam, ^Mahmoud’s 
daughter Clovelly, crossed on 
Shiner’s existing crosses of 
*Mahmoud’s daughters Polamia 
and Almahmoud. So while Shine 
Again’s pedigree does not fall 
under the definition of inbred 
per se, she has a very intense 
pedigree between the fourth and 
sixth generations. 

Now turn to Shiner’s other 
good daughter Shiny Band, by 
Dixieland Band (Northern 
Dancer—Mississippi Mud by 
Delta Judge). Dixieland Band is 
noteworthy as one of the most 
potent sources of Hyperion 
blood available, next to Wild 
Again. Dixieland Band has four 
crosses of Hyperion through his 
daughter *Lady Angela (dam of 
Nearctic), and sons *Alibhai 
(found twice in Mississippi Mud 
through sons Traffic Judge and 
Determine) and ^Heliopolis (sire 
of Dixieland Band’s third dam 
Egyptian). 

Shiny Band is, like Shine 
Again, 4x5 to Native Dancer, but 


she’s also 4x5 to Almahmoud, 
and further linebred to Almah- 
moud’s sire *Mahmoud, 5x7x6x6. 
Dixieland Band even kicks in a 
third strain of *Nasrullah 
(through *Noor) to add to Two 
Punch’s inbreeding. 

What’s more interesting is to 
compare the pedigrees of Wild 
Again and Dixieland Band. 
What you’ll find is surprisingly 
similar. Both horses are bred 
nearly identically on the top half 
of their pedigrees. Wild Again’s 
sire was Icecapade, bred on the 
same Nearctic/Native Dancer 
nick as Northern Dancer, sire of 
Dixieland Band. 

On their dams’ sides, Wild 
Again’s dam was by *Khaled (by 
Hyperion) out of a mare by 
Dante (by Nearco), next dam by 
*Mahmoud. Dixieland Band’s 
dam was linebred to both 
Hyperion and *Mahmoud, the 
only major difference being that 
she had only a distant strain of 
Nearco via *Nasrullah. 

So although by two different 
sires, Shiner’s graded stakes-win¬ 
ning daughters Shine Again and 
Shiny Band have remarkably 
similar pedigrees. In fact, they 
are similar in great part to the 
only other important member of 
this family in the last 40 years, 
the stallion Mari’s Book. In their 
case, it’s not one simple aspect of 
the pedigree that seems to make 
it work, but a whole cluster of 
bloodlines blending fortuitously. 

There is no chromosome 
that spells out “*Mahmoud” or 
“Hyperion” or “Native Dancer” 
in amino acid strings, but the 
prepotency of these important 
ancestors over the generations 
almost makes you believe it 
could be so. #

Alternate 
for fluids 
critically 

O ccasionally a young foal will 
have a life-threatening prob¬ 
lem that requires fluids to 
be given by some route other 
than the digestive tract. The 
usual procedure is to administer 
fluid into a vein (intravenously). 
Intravenous fluid therapy often 
helps to save a critically ill foal. 

But sometimes the sick foal’s 
circulatory system has collapsed 
so severely—due to extreme 


route 
aids 
ill foals 


dehydration and/or shock— 
that it is very difficult or impos¬ 
sible to get a needle into a vein. 
In these instances, veterinarians 
have been trying other ways to 
get vital fluids into the foal. 

One method that seems to 
work fairly well is intraosseous 
infusion—placing the needle 
into the bone marrow cavity of 
either the radius (long bone in 
the forearm of the front leg) or

the tibia (the long bone of the 
upper hind leg). 

The intraosseous /'osseous” 
means bone) infusion, putting 
the fluid into the bone center 
instead of into a vein, directs it 
rapidly into the body’s circula¬ 
tion through the blood vessels 
that supply the bone marrow. 
The rigid bone framework 
around the marrow cavity pro¬ 
vides stability for the needle and 
catheter, enabling the veterinari¬ 
an to easily administer fluids, 
blood or medications. 

This technique of putting 
fluid directly into the bone cavi¬ 
ty can mean the difference of 
life or death for a foal when 
intravenous administration is 
impossible or too slow due to 
circulatory impairment such as 
blood vessel collapse. 

Intraosseous infusion of flu¬ 
ids is used in humans in shock or 
cardiac arrest, when the circula¬ 
tory system is seriously compro¬ 
mised, and in newborns. It is 
also used in small animals and 
birds with collapsed veins. 

A study in 1992 by Dr. M. 
Renee Golenz, Dr. Gary Carlson 
and Dr. John Madigan from the 
University of California (Davis) 
veterinary department and Dr. 
Terry Craychee from veterinary 
radiology looked at ways of 
developing a safe and practical 
administration route for intra¬ 
osseous fluid therapy in foals 
younger than two weeks of age. 
They also evaluated the effects 
of these procedures on the 
bones by taking radiographs (x- 
rays) of the injection sites. 


The primary sites used were 
on the inside surface of the 
radius and the tibia since these 
were easy to get at, and an injec¬ 
tion in these locations could 
avoid important veins, arteries 
and nerves. 

They found that the tibia in 
the hind leg was the most con¬ 
venient site for infusion in foals, 
and also the most efficient. It 
took about half as much time to 
place a needle into the tibia as 
into the radius, and the flow rate 
into the tibia was almost twice as 
fast as that obtained when put¬ 
ting it into the radius of the 
front leg. 

There were also fewer prob¬ 
lems encountered with fluid 
insertion into the tibia; several 
technical difficulties were com¬ 
mon when using the radius 
site—problems such as fluid 
leakage near the bone and under 
the skin, the needle coming out 
before the fluid administration 
was completed, or the needle 
becoming blocked. 

The foals did not seem to 
experience any pain or lameness 
from the intraosseous infusions, 
nor afterward. There were some 
soft tissue swellings and bony 
enlargements at the administra¬ 
tion sites following the proce¬ 
dure, but these all disappeared 
within two months. X-rays 
showed firm bony swellings 
(healing response to the local¬ 
ized trauma created by the nee¬ 
dle disrupting the bone) but 
these enlargements resolved and 
disappeared within six to eight 
weeks. ^

Little Current’s 
passing was 
like losing 
a best friend 


F or some people man’s best 
friend is a dog, but for me it 
was a horse. This horse wasn’t 
just any old horse—the horse 
was Little Current I had the good 
fortune to know Little Current 
on a personal level. I was his 
publicist for the past six years. 

Many people remember 
Little Current as the 1974 Preak- 
ness and Belmont Stakes winner 
and champion 3-year-old colt. 
He won each of those races by 
seven lengths after trailing most 
of the way. His Preakness victory 
was the third fastest of all time 
—equaling Nashua’s. In the Bel¬ 
mont, he ran the last half- mile 
and quarter-mile faster than 
Secretariat did the previous year! 

Appearing as he did in the 
shadow of the legendary Secre¬ 
tariat, some of Litde Current’s 
accomplishments were over¬ 
shadowed and some of them 
forgotten. 

When I got the call on the 
morning of January 20, 2003, 
telling me that Little Current was 
put down the day before due to 
colic, I was caught off guard. It 
was one of the worst days of my 
life, and believe me I’ve had 
plenty of them. You see I was 
supposed to visit him eight days 
later! 

I first met Little Current in 
the spring of 1997. There were 
to be many more visits. I traveled 
to Monroe, Wash., located 45 
minutes northeast of Seattle. 
The town is nestled in the scenic 
Cascade Mountains. The green 
pastures and rolling hills look 
like the photographs of Ireland 


that you see in a travel brochure. 
The environment was very 
serene—fitting for a retired 
champion. 

When I first met him, the 
only thing that I knew about 
L.C. was that he won the Preak¬ 
ness one year after Secretariat. 
His owners Mark and Ann Han¬ 
sen, a husband and wife who are 
both veterinarians, told me that 
L.C. also won the Belmont. 
What I didn’t know until much 
later—when I saw a video of 
both races—was the way he 
won. That made me a fan for 
life. My admiration grew still 
more when I found out about 
the injustice he faced in the 
Kentucky Derby. 

Upon first meeting Little 
Current, I noticed that he was a 
good-looking chestnut horse 
who still had muscular legs and 
chest and a long flowing mane. 
He enjoyed the bag of pepper¬ 
mints and carrots that I brought 
along. He was personable and 
charismatic. 

I returned to Baltimore deter¬ 
mined to know more about this 
horse and his accomplishments 
on and off the track. I discov¬ 
ered that he was named after a 
town on Manitoulin Island in 
Ontario where John Galbreath, 
who bred and owned Little 
Current under the banner of his 
famed Darby Dan Farm, had a 
summer retreat The town is cur¬ 
rently raising funds for a statue 
of the horse to be unveiled early 
this summer. 

Probably the most shocking 
revelation was the three extenu¬

ating factors that prevented him 
from becoming a Triple Crown 
hero. The 100th running of the 
Kentucky Derby, in 1974, had 
the biggest field ever—23 horses. 
Most people will agree that the 
Derby is not the best of the 
Triple Crown races but some¬ 
times, especially then, it was a 
cavalry charge. Then there was 
the fact that his trainer, Lou 
Rondinello, was in the hospital 
with kidney stones. There were 
no cell phones then to commu¬ 
nicate last minute instructions. 
The last contributing factor was 
a change in jockey. Little Cur¬ 
rent’s regular rider Angel Cor¬ 
dero agreed to ride the eventual 
Derby winner, Cannonade. 
Bobby Ussery, who had ridden 
Darby Dan’s Proud Clarion to a 
Derby victory in 1967, took the 
mount on Little Current—whom 
he had not previously ridden. 

Stuck behind a wall of horses 
for most of the Derby, and at 
one call even last, Little Current 
rallied down the stretch, passing 
16 rivals and getting fifth place 
—six and a half lengths behind 
the winner. The following year 
there was a rule named after him. 


The so-called Little Current rule 
limits the Derby field to 20 horses. 

I dedicated the past several 
years to informing anyone who 
would listen about the injustice 
done to Little Current 

Some people remembered 
him racing as if it were yesterday, 
and some were amazed at how 
old he was. Little Current’s pedi¬ 
gree is phenomenal. His sire was 
the legendary *Sea-Bird, a horse 
of the year in England and 
France. *Sea-Bird won the 
Epsom Derby and the Prix de 
l’Arc de Triomphe in 1965. He 
lost only one race in his career. 

Little Current has passed his 
genes on through 533 foals in 21 
crops. Out of that group 435 
were starters and 327 became 
winners. His progeny earnings 
are $15,342,815. He sired 35 
stakes winners. Some of his 
notable offspring are 1994 Ecua¬ 
dorian champion sprinter and 
handicap horse Chupon; 1983 
Flamingo-Gl and Hutcheson 
Stakes-G3 winner Current 
Hope; 1979 Hollywood Oaks- 
G1 winner Prize Spot; and the 
22-time stakes winner Curribot.

Little Current also turned out 
to be a strong broodmare sire. 

Numerous owners of Litde 
Current’s offspring have contact¬ 
ed me over the past several years 
while researching their horses’ 
pedigrees; some of them were 
stunned to find out about L.C.’s 
accomplishments. All of the 
folks I spoke with sounded like 
proud parents when telling me 
about their horses. Our conver¬ 
sations helped to explain some of 
their horses’ behavior—like their 
sire, many of L.C.’s offspring 
wanted to be the center of atten¬ 
tion, and craved peppermints. 

When you think about how 
long ago 1974 really was, you 
can’t help but respect Little Cur¬ 
rent’s longevity and durability. 
Richard Nixon resigned due to 
the Watergate scandal that year... 
19-year-old Patricia Hearst was 
kidnapped by the Symbionese 
Liberation Army... Henry Aaron 
hit his 715th home run to break 
Babe Ruth’s home run record. . . 
and Muhammad Ali regained his 


heavyweight crown versus 
George Foreman in the famous 
“Rumble in the Jungle” match. 

All of these events are mem¬ 
orable and seem frozen in time, 
but they happened 29 years ago. 
Scientists have a desire to clone 
humans; I have a desire for a sci¬ 
entist to clone Little Current. 
The racing world would have 
this equine treasure to admire 
for another 32 years! 

On Derby week I’ll say a final 
good-bye to L.C. I’m planning a 
ceremony for the dedication of 
his headstone and statue at his 
grave at Buck Pond Farm in 
Versailles, Ky. For more infor¬ 
mation on this great champion I 
encourage you to view the web¬ 
site I have dedicated to him:

That same week, the Racing 
Hall of Fame will announce this 
year’s inductees. Hopefully, with 
luck and a lot of prayers, the 
Hall of Fame will finally give 
Little Current the respect he

It was the second Sunday in a 
row that Dominguez won a stakes. 
Second behind Fogelsonger in 
the Laurel standings, he guided 
Gazillion to a score in the 
Conniver Stakes on March 9. 

Sent off as the 4-5 favorite in 
the field of ten older Maryland- 
bred fillies and mares, the 
Hamilton Smith-trained Gazil¬ 
lion easily prevailed over 68-1 
longshot Broad Picture and 
Darnestown. 

There was room for other 
riders to win stakes during the 
weekend. Philadelphia Park- 
based Roberto Alvarado Jr. 
came to town to guide DArrigo 
and Lynch’s Powers Prospect. 
They won the Wide Country 
Stakes on March 8 for trainer 
Cathal Lynch. 

Powers Prospect (by Allen’s 
Prospect) led every step of the 
mile and a sixteenth race.

GRADE 2 BARBARA FRITCHIE AND 
GENERAL GEORGE HANDICAPS 
PROVE WORTH THE WAIT, FEATURING TOP 
PERFORMANCES BY XTRA HEAT, MY COUSIN MAH

I razy winter weather was no 
match for Xtra Heat. 

First came nearly three feet 
of snow. . . then a fog so thick 
that it left much of her race to 
the imagination... but at the fin¬ 
ish of the Grade 2 Barbara 
Fritchie Handicap on February 
22, Xtra Heat had the 8,625 in 
attendance at Laurel Park in a 
state of exhilaration. 

Weather played havoc with 
area racing schedules and the 
Mid-Adantic region’s two high¬ 
est profile events of the winter 
season—the Grade 2 General 


George and Barbara Fritchie 
Handicaps—were both affected. 

Scheduled for President’s 
Day holiday weekend, the races 
drew a number of name players. 
But they were postponed when 
the largest documented snowfall 
ever to hit the region blanketed 
Maryland from Saturday, Febru¬ 
ary 15 to Monday, February 17. 
The General George and 
Fritchie were rescheduled for the 
following Saturday and redrawn. 

Luckily for fans, the fields 
remained virtually intact, with 
the headliners being Xtra Heat 


and Carson Hollow in the 
Fritchie. 

Fog rolled in over Laurel 
Park just before the horses 
reached the starting gate for the 
General George, which was run 
as the ninth race. When the 
seven Fritchie runners took to 
the sloppy track half an hour 
later, visibility was practically nil. 

Laurel-based Xtra Heat, 
whose name was on everyone’s 
lips, partly due to the track’s pro¬ 
motional giveaway that after¬ 
noon—a bobblehead likeness of 
the mare—was sent off as the 


even-money favorite in the 
seven-furlong Fritchie. Grade 1 
winner Carson Hollow, the blaz- 
ingly quick 4-year-old who won 
three of four at the distance last 
year, was sent off at close to 2-1 
as the second choice. 

Track announcer Dave Rod- 
man had the enormously diffi¬ 
cult task of trying to call the 
race, and everyone’s first indica¬ 
tion that the field was on its way 
was the appearance of ghostly 
figures on track monitors sec¬ 
onds after the break. 

The two favorites were 
expected to battle it out from 
the start, and early glimpses of 
the race proved it. Although 
Xtra Heat’s rider Rick Wilson 
stated that his mare broke a cou¬ 
ple of lengths on top, Carson 
Hollow, with former leading 
Maryland jockey Kent Desor- 
meaux aboard, was quickly sent 
up alongside Xtra Heat and led 
in the opening stages. 

After speeding through 
opening quarters in :22.97 and 
:45.57, highweighted Xtra Heat, 
who was giving six pounds to 
second-highweight Carson Hol¬ 
low, spurted away from her rival 
heading into the far turn. As the 
crowd strained to see the field, 
the diminutive figure of Xtra 
Heat emerged from the fog with 
a daylight lead. 

While closers Zonk and 
Spelling made their moves, no 
one threatened Xtra Heat, and 
she hit the wire a length and 
three-quarters ahead of Carson 
Hollow, who determinedly 
inched her way back to finish 
second. Spelling got up for third 
over Zonk. Final time for the 
seven furlongs was 1:24.76, two 
seconds slower than Xtra Heat’s 
winning time in last year’s 
Fritchie. 
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Richard Englander’s proven speedster My Cousin Matt missed equaling the seven-furlong track record by 
three-fifths of a second while scoring by three lengths over a sloppy track in the General George Handicap-G2. 


In recording her 25th stakes 
win, Xtra Heat now ranks as the 
all-time leading race mare by 
number of stakes wins, sur¬ 
passing Susan’s Girl. The John 
Salzman trainee has won 26 of 
her 35 career starts and has been 
off the board only twice—in 
the 2000 and 2002 Breeders’ 
Cup. She has earned $2,389,635. 

Xtra Heat campaigns for 
Classic Star Stable, a partner¬ 
ship headed by David Plum¬ 
mer, having been sold privately 
last fall by Maryland-based 
owners Ken Taylor, Harry 
Deitchman and Salzman. 

The complexion of the 
General George Handicap 
changed slightly from its origi¬ 
nal draw, losing the winner of 
the 2000 edition of the race, 
Affirmed Success, but gaining 
the 2001 winner Peeping Tom. 
Eleven headed to the gate, with 
favoritism, at 2.70-1, bestowed 
upon California shipper D’wild- 
cat, winner of the Frank J. De 
Francis Memorial Dash-Gl 
over a sloppy track at Laurel last 
November. 


Sent off as third choice at 4-1 
was the Scott Lake-trained, 
New York-based, My Cousin 
Matt. Carrying the colors of 
2002 Eclipse Award-winning 
owner Richard Englander, My 
Cousin Matt offered a glimpse 
of better things to come last 
December when dominating 
the NTRA Great State Chal¬ 
lenge Sprint, getting six fur¬ 
longs in 1:09.06 and winning by 
seven lengths. 

Englander claimed My 
Cousin Matt for $85,000 in 
September 2002 at Belmont 
Park and, after taking two of 
four starts impressively for his 
new connections, expectations 
were high that the 4-year-old, 
making his first start of the year, 
could prove he ranks among 
the nation’s best sprinters. 

The field was barely visible 
as the runners were released 
from the gate, but quickly get¬ 
ting to the front was D’wildcat, 
followed by another California 
shipper, Disturbingthepeace, with 
Peeping Tom lining up in third. 
Disturbingthepeace launched 


his bid outside of D’wildcat 
heading into the turn and Peep¬ 
ing Tom rallied to join him. 
D’wildcat was finished, winding 
up ninth. 

As the top two made their 
moves, My Cousin Matt put in 
an impressive drive of his own. 
After biding his time behind the 
early leaders under Ramon 
Dominguez, My Cousin Matt 
was soon in high gear and sim¬ 
ply engulfed Peeping Tom and 
Disturbingthepeace before 
drawing off to win by three 
lengths. Peeping Tom got the 
best of Disturbingthepeace to 
finish second. After opening 
fractions of :22.50 and :46.34, 
My Cousin Matt recorded six 
furlongs in 1:09.79 and stopped 
the clock in 1:22.12, about 
three-fifths off the track record. 

A showdown between My 
Cousin Matt and Xtra Heat was 
next on the agenda, as both 
were headed to Dubai for the 
$2 million Golden Shaheen at 
Nad A1 Sheba, scheduled for 
March 29. /Cindy Deubler 


longs of the $100,000 handicap. 
Longshot Quiet Gratitude fin¬ 
ished second and Lyracist was 
third. 

Trainer John Servis had no 
trouble with the cold tempera¬ 
tures this winter. Winning stakes 
will temper any chill. Pupil 
became his third stakes winner 
this winter when she won the 
Maryland Racing Media Handi¬ 
cap on the Fritchie/General 
George undercard 

Owned by Fox Hill Farms 
Inc, the daughter of Unbridled 
has yet to finish worse than sec¬ 
ond in nine career starts. This 
was her first stakes victory. 

Stewart Elliott steered the 4-5 
favorite who benefitted from a 
fierce speed duel between Shop 
Till You Drop and Darnestown. 
Special County and True Sen¬ 
sation came late to finish second 
and third. 

And while all that action was 
happening in the afternoon, Preak- 
ness runner-up and feel-good 
story of the year Magic Weisner 
was giving life to the mornings. 
The 4-year-old had three official 
breezes since recovering from a 
bout with West Nile virus. 

Prior to the Maryland Racing 
Media Handicap, the group hon¬ 
ored Magic Weisner as Mary- 
land-based horse of the year for 
2002. MRMA members presented 
owner/trainer/breeder Nancy 
Alberts with a Waterford crystal 
trophy. 

The feature race on March 2, 
an optional claimer for older 
horses, attracted New York 
stakes winner Crossing Point, 
who was made the 1-2 favorite 
in the field of six and had 
$179,020 of the $186,596 in the 
show pool riding on him. 

Crossing Point set the pace 
and then folded to finish fourth. 
Bridge jumpers jumped and the 
show prices wouldn’t fit on the 
double-digit tote board. Take 
Achance On Me, at 35-1, held 
off 21-1 Jorgie Stover and paid 
$71.60 to win, $19 to place and 
$123.40 to show. Jorgie Stover 
returned $20.60 and $149.80. 
The exacta paid $643.40. #

MONTOYA LIVES 
UP TO LEGACY

T hree horses. Six wins. 
Trainer Marya Montoya, 
daughter of the late leading 
trainer Dennis (Goose) Heimer, 
has certainly made the most of 
her small stable. 

On February 24, Montoya 
saddled her younger brother 


William G. Heimer’s Urban 
Angel to win a $17,360 starter 
handicap at a mile and 70 yards. 
A 5-year-old daughter of 
Rakeen, Urban Angel trailed the 
field until midstretch, when she 
uncorked a furious rally under 
jockey Stewart Elliott and blew 
past her rivals, winning by a 
length and a half with something 
left, timed in 1:46.03. 

Montoya’s success doesn’t 
come as a surprise to horsemen 
at Philadelphia Park, since she 
literally grew up at the Bensalem 
course. At age 8, she began walk¬ 
ing hots for her father, and then 
was given two horses to groom 
when she turned 10. 

“One of the horses, Super 
Delight, was a stakes horse,” said 
Montoya, who is now 28 and 
married to Ross Montoya, a 
member of the Philadelphia 
starting gate crew. The couple 
has two boys, aged 4 and 3. 

“I was too young to bring 
Super Delight to the paddock for 
a race by myself, so [trainer] Don 
Reeder [Heimer’s assistant at the 


time] used to go with me,” 
Montoya recalled. 

After her father died when 
she was 15, Montoya began 
working in various capacities for 
several well-regarded trainers on 
the East Coast. She galloped 
horses for Danny Lopez and 
Mark Reid, and then broke 
babies at Kinsman Farm for 
owner George Steinbrenner. 
Among the yearlings she rode 
while at Steinbrenner’s establish¬ 
ment were future stakes winners 
Diligence and Acceptable. 

Montoya also galloped horses 
for John Salzman, and she cred¬ 
its him for giving her training 
insights with 2-year-olds. 

Montoya’s current hot streak 
—six horses saddled, six victo¬ 
ries—is believed to equal the 
record established by her father, 
who was leading trainer at 
Philadelphia six times and ranks 
among the top five for total wins 
with 7 62. 

She remembers and uses 
some of the tricks of the trade 


that her father taught her, said 
Montoya. 

“I use his feeding program, 
and, like my Dad, I don’t train 
horses very hard and I use his 
techniques for dealing with horses 
that are sour,” she said. 

Montoya’s three-horse stable 
is comprised of Urban Angel, 
The Other Me and Jewels Pride. 

A trip north on 1-95 proved 
profitable for Maryland-based 
trainer Linda Albert, as she sent 
Buffet Table Stable’s Comet 
Surprise to Philadelphia on 
February 25 and came away with 
the victory in the third leg of the 
$22,000 “Old Man Winter” 
starter handicap series. 

Jockey Victor Molina sent 
Comet Surprise, who was dis¬ 
missed at 11-1 by local punters, 
immediately to the lead, and the 
6-year-old son of Whitney 
Tower was never headed, win¬ 
ning the mile and a quarter con¬ 
test by two lengths over Le 
Beaucet and even-money choice 
Ruskin, who had won the second

Comet Surprise was timed in 
2:05.68 and earned $13,200 for 
his afternoon journey. 

Trainer Michael D’Amario 
won two races on the card of 
February 25, saddling Brandy¬ 
wine Bloodstock’s Road to 
Power to win the fourth, a 
$12,500 maiden claiming event, 
and Leonard Liberto’s Binder to 
take the eighth, a $15,000 claim¬ 
ing race at six and a half-fur¬ 
longs, which he completed in 
1:17.91. 

Binder, a 4-year-old gelded 
son of Notebook, was gunned 
to the lead at the start by jockey 
Tony Black and repelled the 
challenges of nine rivals to win 
by three-quarters of a length. 

Elliot Krems’s True Passion 
was honored as Pennsylvania’s 


2002 horse of the year and top 
older horse at an awards dinner 
sponsored by the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association on March 6. 

At 4 last season, True Passion 
annexed the Philadelphia Park 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3, as 
well as the Wilmington Handi¬ 
cap at Delaware Park. The geld¬ 
ed son of Petionville is trained 
by Don Reeder. 

Also honored were Edward 
Rudley’s Yo, 2-year-old colt or 
gelding; Wild Horse Stable’s 
Lightningintheair, 2-year-old 
filly; Rosemore Farms Inc. and 
Dun Roamin Farms’s Senor 
Charismatic, 3-year-old colt or 
gelding; Casino Royale Farms’ 
Caught in the Rain, 3-year-old 
filly; E & G Stables’ Run for 
Joy, older female and outstand¬ 


ing claim; and Blue Bayou 
Stable’s Ruskin, claiming horse. 

Human honorees included 
Plumstead Stables and E & G 
Stables (co-recipients of the 
leading owner award); Scott 
Lake, trainer; Bill Anderson 
(top percentage trainer with 50 
victories from 150 starts); Sandi 
Dorr, apprentice jockey; and 
Stewart Elliott, jockey. 

On February 22, a Phila¬ 
delphia Park press release noted: 
“Maybe, just maybe we’ll all look 
back on the winter of ’03 some¬ 
day and laugh about how miser¬ 
able it has been here in the east. 
But probably not. The weather 
has again forced Philadelphia 
Park to cancel its live program 
for Saturday afternoon.” It was 
the ninth day in 2003 lost due to 
snow, extreme cold or poor sur¬ 
face conditions due to the 


weather. The next day, one race 
was conducted before racing was 
halted for the day. 

Six fewer live racing dates in 
December 2002, as compared to 
December 2001, resulted in an 
overall decrease in business at 
Philadelphia Park, as reported by 
director of racing Sal Sinatra to 
the Pennsylvania State Horse 
Racing Commission at its Janu¬ 
ary 6 meeting. Handle from all 
sources was down 3 percent, 
while in-state handle on Phila¬ 
delphia racing was down 27 per¬ 
cent. 

Handle from all sources for 
Philadelphia Park in 2002, how¬ 
ever, was up 3 percent over 2001 
levels. The track handled a total 
of $786 million, as opposed to 
$766 million in 2001. # 


PENN NATIONAL 
CONDUCTS 
BUSINESS 
AS USUAL 
DESPITE BAN 
ON SHIPPERS

A n outbreak of equine her¬ 
pes virus, or EHV, affect¬ 
ing three horses trained by 
Bob Wolfe, prompted manage¬ 
ment of Philadelphia Park to bar 
Penn National shippers, as well 
as Philadelphia-based horses 
entered to “race and return” at 
Penn National, the week of 
February 24. 

The ban was extended on 
March 3 for an additional 21 
days after several other horses at 
Penn tested positive for the 
virus. 

EHV is spread by aerosol 
droplet contact, often transmit¬ 
ted when horses touch nostrils. 
It has a quarantine period of 10 
to 14 days, according to Penn 
National’s general manager 
Richard Schnaars. The virus can 
affect a horse’s respiratory and 
neurological systems and even 
cause death. 

Two of the three horses 
trained by Wolfe were destroyed 
after showing neurological dam- 
age, while the third spiked a 
fever, but no neurological prob¬ 
lems. 

On February 26, two horses 
with other trainers stabled in the 
same barn as Wolfe tested posi¬ 


tive for the virus. Schnaars said 
that the barn was kept under 24- 
hour security to ensure no horses 
entered or exited and that only 
certain personnel were admitted. 

“We’ve provided those peo¬ 
ple with disinfectants to wash 
their hands, to spray in the air, 
and foot baths with the disinfec¬ 
tants at the entrances,” said 
Schnaars. “I believe that after a 
21 -day quarantine—and with no 
additional positive tests—we’ll 
be able to let those horses 
resume training.” 

Sal Sinatra, director of racing 
at Philadelpia Park, said he 
expected to lift the shipping 
restriction on March 19 if no 
new cases of EHV were detected. 

Jose Martinez, Penn Nation¬ 
al’s leading trainer in 2001, 
scored a three-bagger the night 
of March 8. Martinez took the 
opener with Sunshine Hill 
Farm’s Sunshine Eric, then 
won the third race with Exoctic 
Gold, whom he also owns. 
Martinez put the finishing 
touches on the card when he 
took the finale with Earl M. 
Barnhart’s Swift Case. Through 
racing of March 9, Martinez was 
in third place in the Penn 


National trainer standings, 29 
victories behind leader Harry F. 
Thompson Jr. 

Penn National Gaming Inc. 
announced on March 3 that it 
closed an $800 million senior 
secured credit facility to fund 
its acquisition of Hollywood 
Casino Corporation and to pro¬ 
vide additional working capital, 
specifically to allow the company 
to raise an additional $100 mil¬ 
lion in senior secured credit to 
expand its Pennsylvania race 
track operations if legislation is 
passed permitting slot machines 
or video lottery terminals at 
these facilities. #

top of everything. He gives 
everyone involved credit for the 
success. He’s the kind of person 
who benefits and improves the 
whole sport.” 

In addition to claiming and 
allowance horses, Englander had 
an entry in the 2002 Breeders 5 
Cup when Boston Common 
went to the post in the $1 million 
Breeders 5 Cup Mile-Gl at 
Arlington Park. 

“That was our first involve¬ 
ment with a Breeders 5 Cup race, 
but we are hoping to be a force 
in the future, 55 said Englander. 

There is no “I 55 in Englander 
—the owner always refers to his 
organization in the family- 
friendly term “we. 55 “We consid¬ 
er the Eclipse Award as not only 
an honor, but also a major 
achievement for the long hours 
and dedication we have given to 
the sport we love with a pas¬ 
sion, 555 he said. 

Englander was not the only 
Eclipse Award winner to leave 
his mark on Charles Town last 
year. Ryan Fogelsonger burst 
onto the racing scene in the sec¬ 
ond half of 2002 to outdistance 
all bug riders in victories (276), 
earnings ($4,489,311) and win¬ 


ning percentage (22) for the year. 
The 21-year-old 5 s phenomenal 
numbers earned him the Eclipse 
Award for champion apprentice 
jockey. 

Among Fogelsonger 5 s numer¬ 
ous winning efforts at Charles 
Town were stakes victories in the 
HBPA Governor's Cup Handi¬ 
cap (Baby Shark) and Tri-State 
Futurity (Cherokee's Boy). He 
closed out 2002 by winning five 
of his last nine starts at the 
Jefferson County oval. 

“My confidence grew through¬ 
out the year, and my mounts at 
Charles Town were very impor¬ 
tant, 55 said Fogelsonger. “Every¬ 
thing happens fast at Charles 
Town. And that's not a bad thing 
because always being ready to 
react is a valuable lesson to 
learn. 55 

Governor Bob Wise's attempt 
to reorganize state agencies hit 
the homestretch of the regular 
legislative session in March. A 
bill that would have combined 
the lottery and racing commis¬ 
sions into a single gaming com¬ 
mission died in the House of 
Representatives. Under the bill, 
the racing commission would 
have had the same membership, 


powers and duties, except the 
powers relating to security, audit 
and other financial aspects of 
parimutuel wagering. 

“If you don't control the 
wagering, you don't have control 
of anything in racing, 55 said 
Charles Town HBPA president 
Dick Watson. 

Watson made sure the horse¬ 
men's position was heard during 
five trips to the state capital. 

“I had to do whatever possi¬ 
ble to stop the consolidation, 55 
Watson said. “I can't overstate 
how important we felt it was that 
the Racing Commission remained 
independent. The introduction 
of video lottery terminals was 
meant to help save the horse rac¬ 
ing and dog racing industries in 
West Virginia. That move was 
not meant to make racing a 
stepchild to gaming. Explaining 
how important the Racing 
Commission was to horsemen at 
Charles Town and Mountaineer 
Park was a month-long mission 
that had to be made. 55 

When it comes to victories, 
there's a logjam at the top for 
leading runner at Charles Town 
in 2003 (through early March). 
There are 13 horses with two 


wins each, which includes six 
runners with perfect two-for- 
two records—Hindsight, Pirate's 
Sword, Believer's Miss, Smart 
Mail, Texas Oasis and Cobbley's 
Mark. 

In the trainers' standings 
Ronney Brown has built an 
early lead with 20 wins in 97 
starts. Jeff Runco (nine for 82), 
Bruce Kravets (nine for 53) and 
Dale Capuano (nine for 20) are 
tied for second. Amy Albright 
(four for five) and Busanda 
Armstrong (five for seven) con¬ 
tinue to win at a remarkable rate. 

Mathew McGowan is head¬ 
ing up the jockey colony in the 
early going with 28 victories 
from 194 starts. Anthony 
Mawing is next with 20 wins, 
followed by Paul Nicol (18 
wins), Juan Ortega (16), Erick 
Rodriguez (16) and Travis 
Dunkelberger (15). 

Due in large part to the major 
snowstorm in February, Charles 
Town cancelled 13 consecutive 
live racing cards. But after all the 
missed time, Brown and Mc¬ 
Gowan didn't miss a beat, com¬ 
bining for the opening daily dou¬ 
ble on March 5. #

Trainer 
Harry 
Thompson 
reigns at 
Penn 
National

D ominance. Webster’s New 
World Dictionary defines the 
word as “exercising author¬ 
ity or influence; ruling.” 

Here in the heart of the Blue 
Hill Mountains, in the rural mid¬ 
section of Pennsylvania where 
winters are harsh and summers 
are cool, is a red barn located 
behind the final turn of Penn 
National race course. 

The barn once held the run¬ 
ners of Mario Beneito, who 
dominated the training colony 
for 10 consecutive years, 1984 to 
1994, until his death in February 
1995. It now serves as the base 
of operations for Harry F. 
Thompson Jr., Beneito’s friend 
and understudy. 

Thompson picked up where 
Beneito left off, ascending to the 
top of the trainer standings in 
1995 and wearing the crown 
seven times, from 1995 through 
2000 and again in 2002. 

Thompson dominates Penn 
National. He starts more horses 
and wins more races than any 
other trainer. His pace is frenet¬ 
ic: three, four, five starters per 
night, and frequent ships to 
Mountaineer, Charles Town and 
Philadelphia Park. Last year, 
Thompson sent 979 horses to 
the post in the Mid-Atlantic 
region, and won 221 races. By 


his own admission, he uses a sys¬ 
tem perfected by his mentor, 
Cuban-born Beneito. 

“He [Beneito] had a flow” 
said Thompson, a soft-spoken 
man with a slight Southern 
accent who was born in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., but spent much of 


his early life in Middleburg, Va. 
“He would just turn his stock 
over; he didn’t keep horses year 
after year after year. After they’d 
run so much and started running 
bad, he’d just get rid of them. 
Give them away, sell them. He 
wouldn’t hang onto them. That’s 


what he did—he was always get¬ 
ting owners. Every day, people 
would want to give him horses. 

“And that’s the way my sys¬ 
tem works, too,” he said. “You 
just have to turn them over.” 

Thompson’s immense opera¬ 
tion hums like a well-oiled 
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BARRIE B. REIGHTLER

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machine. He has 54 horses in 
the main bam, with an addition¬ 
al nine housed in another and 30 
on a farm a half-mile down the 
road. He has an assistant and 
right-hand man, Frank Rodri¬ 
guez, who has been with him 
nearly 10 years, plus 26 other 
employees—hotwalkers, grooms 
and exercise riders—to handle 
the daily chores. Thompson has 
two trucks and trailers that he 
uses for shipping, and while hell 
often drive a horse to another 
track himself, he also employs a 
driver. 

His office, a beehive of activ¬ 
ity all day, contains computers, 
faxes, phones and the all-impor¬ 
tant board, nearly four feet wide, 
that lists each horse, the stall 
number and the owner’s name 
—all in erasable red marker. 

The name that’s written most 
often on Thompson’s board is 
that of Danny Chen, a New 
York businessman who owns 52 
runners. The Thompson/Chen 
combination has proved a prof¬ 
itable one: In January, they 
teamed up to win 27 races. The 
evening of January 29, they won 
five races on the nine-race card 
at Penn National. 

Their partnership began 
about four and a half years ago, 
on a modest scale, recalled 
Thompson. “One day he called 
and said he had two horses he 
wanted to sell,” Thompson said. 
“I bought them and did good 
with them. Then one day he said 
he had a horse at Delaware Park 
and asked would I take it. The 
former trainer of the horse said 
it was bad, this and that, so I 
took it and did really well. Then 
Chen and I just connected. . . he 
started buying more horses. I 
was with him almost a year 
before I met him. We just talked 
over the phone and he was con- 
standy sending me horses. Now 
we’re over 50.” 

Thompson is one of the few 
African-Americans ever to lead 
the trainer standings at an 
American race track. Most 
recently, Oliver S. Edwards won 
the training title at Gulfstream 
Park in 1990, but none have so 
dominated one oval. 

It is a career Thompson never 
dreamed of, until he began 
doing it His father, Harry Sr., 
owned horses in Middleburg, but 
as a youngster Harry Jr. didn’t

have much interest in the race 
track. 

“I wasn’t into horses when I 
was in school/’ said Thompson. 
“I went to work driving a truck. 
Then when my father died, I said 
I’m going to try the race track. 
I’m the only boy in my family, 
and when he passed, my sisters 
didn’t want anything to do with 
it. I took over. . . I didn’t know 
what I was doing. I didn’t know 
whether I’d have to go back to 
my other job driving a truck, but I 
tried it, and I haven’t regretted it.” 

For a while, Thompson set 
about learning behind the 
scenes, with his horses running 
in other trainers’ names. When 
he felt sure enough, he applied 
for his own license. 

“In 1976 I got my license at 
Charles Town,” he said. “I start¬ 
ed training just for myself; I 
guess that part lasted about 10 
years. Then I picked up a couple 
of clients; people from Virginia 
that I knew gave me some horses. 
I started running at the Pennsyl¬ 
vania fairs. . . York, Allentown.” 


In 1976, Thompson saddled 
44 horses but did not win a race, 
only earning a third-place finish. 
In 1977, he won two races from 
37 starts, and in 1978 won four 
more. The lean years at Charles 
Town continued until 1990, 
when his fortunes changed. That 
year, he saddled 69 winners from 
452 starters, and caught the eye 
of the Penn National racing 
office, where he had begun to 
ship and win with regularity. 

“I wasn’t doing good at 
Charles Town, and then I started 
running here [at Penn],” he said. 
“The racing secretary kept call¬ 
ing me and said, We see you’re 
shipping in. If you stable here 
we’ll give you as many stalls as 
you want.’ I shipped in here with 
15 horses, and for about 30 days 
I got them ready. I couldn’t win a 
race at Charles Town, but once I 
got here, they started winning. . . 
I don’t know how.” 

Fortunately for Thompson, 
the barn he was given on the 
Penn National backstretch was 
right next door to Beneito’s. The 


two became fast friends, often 
going to sales together, and 
Thompson began picking up the 
methods Beneito used to keep 
himself at the top of the train¬ 
ers’ standings for a decade. 

“I wanted to be leading train¬ 
er, but Mario was my best friend 
here,” said Thompson. “Then 
after he died, I got a lot of his 
owners. They gave me his barn, 
and I just continued the way 
Beneito did.” 

Thompson has horses for 
several other owners, including 
Danny Limongelli, Joe Rizzi 
(Rizzi Racing Inc.) and Donald 
Gogluizzi, but Chen is the one 
who keeps him busy. 

Each morning about 8 a.m. 
Chen is on the phone to Thomp¬ 
son, discussing past and future 
races. Chen employs an agent in 
Texas who finds horses that can 
fit into Thompson’s program. 

“The agent will fax Chen the 
forms [past performances] on 
the horses, then he’ll look at 
them and fax them to me,” said 
Thompson. “We’ll look at the 


conditions, see if there are races 
for them here. If we like them, 
in two days the horses will be 
here. All year we do this. After 
we get everything out of them 
and they start getting sore and 
stuff, we ask other trainers at 
other tracks if they want them. 
Most of the time we just give 
them away. We don’t send them 
to the killers.” 

Thompson’s stable, com¬ 
prised primarily of claiming 
horses, trains five days a week, 
walking on Thursday and 
Sunday. Rodriguez oversees the 
operation and prepares horses 
to race, consulting with Thomp¬ 
son about problems and veteri¬ 
nary work. 

Of Rodriguez, Thompson 
said: “He tells me if they’re 
ready to run. He’s the wheel; I’m 
the tire. Without him, I’d be lost. 
He knows things that I don’t 
know.” 

The program is geared pri¬ 
marily for the dirt, and Thomp¬ 
son doesn’t train many 2-year- 
olds. The main rider for the 
Thompson juggernaut is David 
Cora, who has won the Penn 
National riding crown two years 
in a row. 

“I’ll only take 2-year-olds if I 
have an owner who has other 
horses running,” said Thomp¬ 
son. “I can’t just use my stalls up 
for young horses; they take too 
much time. I like ’em ready to 
run. With 2-year-olds, it’s always 
something. . . shins, coughs. 
They’re not going anywhere up 
here. You don’t want a horse to 
break its maiden here. You have 
to ship.” 

As for the turf, Thompson 
said: “I’m not a turf person. I 
will run them on the grass, but 
on the dirt you can run all the 
time. You’re not at the mercy of 
the weather. You can hold a 
horse for months waiting for a 
turf race.” 

Thompson doesn’t gamble, 
and his life revolves around the 
race track. He lives in nearby 
Hershey, where he’ll head after 
finishing with morning chores 
about noon. Then he returns to 
Penn National about 6:30 p.m. 
for the races. His wife Lynn 
works in Washington, D.C., and 
travels north to be with him on 
weekends. 

After having saddled nearly 
12,000 starters in 27 years,

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Thompson can’t remember the 
name of his first winner, nor 
does he have any particular 
favorites. 

“I feel good about all my 
horses, but the ones that con- 
standy do good for me, I can get 
a little attached,” he said. “Like 
High Flying Bid—we claimed 
him in Canada for $3,500 and 
Fve made close to $200,000 with 
him [last winning on January 
29]. He had won one race when 
we got him. So I’m kinda 
attached to him, getting him so 
cheap. He’s seven for 10 at 
Mountaineer.” 

Thompson has thought now 
and then about following in the 
footsteps of Penn National 
compatriot Scott Lake and mov¬ 
ing to more lucrative circuits, 
but said he enjoys certain advan¬ 
tages staying in the Blue Hill 
Mountains—not the least of 
which is being a big fish in a 
small pond. 

“I’ve always been treated 
fairly here,” he said. “That’s why 
I stay. I have the best barn on 


the backstretch. I wouldn’t get 
that anywhere else. My barn has 
outdoor paddocks, indoor wash 
racks, laundry facilities. . . it’s 
made of cinderblock, not wood. 

“People around here talk. . . 
you know when you start win¬ 
ning races, they’ll always say he’s 
using something or another. But 
all of my horses pass the test 
barn. If they would only think 


before they’d say things. The test 
barn isn’t going to do you any 
favors. 

“It makes me feel good to be 
leading trainer, but I don’t let it 
go to my head,” he said with a 
smile. “I’m just normal like 
everybody else. When I get here 
in the morning I come to this 
barn or I go up on the rail to 
watch my horses train. I don’t 


hang around. I don’t hang out in 
the kitchen and socialize, and I 
stay to myself.” 

As he left his office to see if a 
new horse from Texas had eaten 
lunch, the man who could one 
day dethrone his old friend as 
the winningest trainer in Penn 
National history paused and 
said, quietly, “I sure don’t feel 
any better than anyone else.” #

CIVILISATION IN 
WEST VIRGINIA 


C ivilisation, out of the remark¬ 
able Grade 1 -winning mare 
Toussaud, one of the most 
outstanding producers in recent 
years, has been retired to Naylee 
Farm in Summit Point, WVa. 
The 5-year-old son of Gone 
West stands his first season for 
$3,500 live foal, with special con¬ 
sideration to approved mares, as 
the property of a partnership. 

Civilisation’s racing career 
was cut short after he lost an eye 
in an accident; he was unplaced 
in three starts. Toussaud has five 
other foals to race, and all are 
graded stakes winners. 

The first of Toussaud’s foals 
is Arlington Million-Gl winner 
Chester House, a son of Mr. 
Prospector who earned $1,944,545 
from 21 starts in the U.S. and 
England. 

A group stakes winner on the 
turf in England, Chester House 
made his U.S. debut in the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic Stakes-Gl 


and finished a fast-closing fourth 
to Cat Thief after stumbling at 
the start. In addition to his four 
stakes wins, he placed in seven 
other stakes (six graded). 

Honest Lady (by Seattle 
Slew) won six races, four graded 
stakes, including the Santa Mon¬ 
ica Handicap-Gl, and amassed 
$894,168. At age 4, Honest Lady 
faced males three times and fin¬ 
ished second in the Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-Gl, beaten a half- 
length by track record-setting 
Kona Gold, and also was sec¬ 
ond, to Yankee Victor, in the 
Grade 1 Metropolitan Mile. 

Toussaud’s son Decarchy (by 
Distant View) has won $590,474 
to date. His five victories include 
the Frank E. Kilroe Mile Handi¬ 
cap-G2 and Tanforan Handicap - 
G3, and he has placed in four 
graded races. 

Chiselling (by Woodman) 
became Toussaud’s third Grade 1 
winner when he captured the 



Secretariat Stakes-Gl at Arling¬ 
ton Park last year at 3. He also 
won the Lexington Stakes-G3 
and has earned $405,760. 

The most recent runner out 
of Toussaud is Triple Crown 
hopeful Empire Maker. The 3- 
year-old son of Unbridled has 
always been held in high regard, 
and his dominating performance 
in the Florida Derby-Gl on 
March 15 moved him to the top 
of the list of Kentucky Derby 
favorites. 

Toussaud, a daughter of 
champion El Gran Senor, earned 
$552,751 during a career that 


began in England. After return¬ 
ing to the U.S., she won the 
Gamely Handicap-Gl and faced 
males on numerous occasions, 
one of which resulted in a victo¬ 
ry in the American Handicap- 
G2. A full sister to graded stakes 
winner Navarra ($224,859, Vine- 
land H-G3, etc.; dam of Indygo 
Shiner) and a half-sister to stakes 
winner Image of Class, Toussaud 
is out of Milady Handicap-G2 
winner Image of Reality (by In 
Reality). 


PULPIT SON AISLE 
RETIRED TO PA 


C laiborne Farm-bred Aisle, 
one of the first sons of 
Pulpit to retire to stud, has 
taken up residence at Chris 
Modlin and Flint Stites’s El 1s- 
mere Farm near Grantville, Pa. 
The 4-year-old syndicated stallion 
is offered for private contract. 

A promising juvenile, Aisle 
raced for his breeder at 2, mak¬ 
ing his first start at Churchill 
Downs in June against such run¬ 
ners as Harlan’s Holiday and 


Pass Rush. In his second start 
nearly two months later, Aisle 
finished second in a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight at Arlington Park to 
talented 2-year-old Jeremiah Jack 
going one mile. That effort 
encouraged his connections to 
try the colt in stakes competi¬ 
tion. Sent up against Harlan’s 
Holiday and Request for Parole 
in the $250,000 Cradle Stakes, 
Aisle came out of the race with 
an injury which required surgery. 


Modlin obtained Aisle and 
eventually got the colt back to 
the races a year later, but he 
aggravated the old injury and 
was forced to retire, having 
earned $12,100 from four starts. 

Aisle is out of an established 
Claiborne family that descends 
from Lea Moon, a full sister to 
champion juvenile filly Leallah. 
Aisle’s second dam Loop is one 
of five stakes winners out of Lea 
Moon; she is a full sister to 
Charles H. Strub Stakes winner 
Duel, Arkansas Derby winner 
Monitor as well as stakes winner 
Elaine. 

Aisle’s dam Knot (by Majes¬ 
tic Light) is a stakes winner as are 
two of his half-sisters. Hitch (by 
Cox’s Ridge) earned $425,561 


while winning or placing in 10 
stakes, four in graded company. 
Hitch has produced stakes- 
placed Stint. 

Thread (by Topsider) is an 
earner of $242,133 who won or 
placed in five stakes. Another 
half-sister Braid (by Devil’s Bag) 
is the dam of stakes-placed Lord 
West. 

Pulpit, a son of A.P. Indy 
also bred by Claiborne, rose to 
the top of the 3-year-old ranks 
when he captured four of his 
first five starts in 1997, including 
the Blue Grass Stakes-G2 and 
Fountain of Youth Stakes-G2. 
He retired after finishing fourth 
in that year’s Kentucky Derby- 
Gl won by Silver Charm. Aisle is 
from Pulpit’s first crop.

I Marylanders thrilled to the 
news that Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
was making plans to stand his as 
yet undefeated 3-year-old star 
Native Dancer at stud in 
Maryland. 

More than 60 applications 
for bookings had already been 
received, wrote Joe B. Hickey Jr. 
in his column “The Racing 
Scene.’' 

Added Hickey, with notewor¬ 
thy prescience: 

“Whatever the future holds 
for Native Dancer, his presence 
as a stud in Maryland may well 
have a far-reaching effect on the 
Maryland breeding structure.” 

I Garden State Park in New 
Jersey was preparing to run the 
richest race in the world—the 
inaugural Garden State Stakes, 
for 2-year-olds at a mile and a 
sixteenth. 

The $100,000-added event 
was expected to be worth more 


I Purses at Maryland’s mile 
tracks were expected to increase 
by approximately $24,000 a day, 


than $200,000 in purse money 
when all of the nomination pay¬ 
ments were added in. 

Owners of 575 horses secured 
eligibility by the December 15 
deadline. Two sustaining pay¬ 
ments, an entry fee ($500) and 
final starting fee ($1,000) would 
further contribute to the event’s 
value. 

The race would take place 
during Garden State’s fall meet, 
although the exact date had not 
yet been announced.

NTRA 5th-Year Anniversary 

NTRA was formed to better market horseracing. What are the organization’s 
major marketing achievements over the last five years? 

NTRA’s national advertising campaigns have steadily improved since 1998. NTRA has 
formed its own in-house marketing and advertising agency, NTRA Creative Services, to 
produce radio, TV and print ads for year-long use by its member racetracks, plus special 
advertising for the Triple Crown, Breeders’ Cup World Thoroughbred Championships and 
other events of national prominence. 

Creative Services was formed in 2002 to pass on even greater cost savings to NTRA 
member associations who use NTRA advertising. With improved ads—including an 
award-winning radio campaign—more tracks used NTRA-produced advertising than ever 
before in 2002. 

NTRA has also produced several popular national promotions, including the Mystery 
Mutuel Voucher and the Daily Racing Form/NTRA National Handicapping Championship. 

Since it began in 2000, the Mystery Mutuel Voucher promotion has offered more than 
$20 million in cash prizes, producing a 17 percent average increase in attendance and a 
5 percent average increase in handle at participating sites. 

The most recent DRF/NTRA handicapping championship, held in Las Vegas in January 
2003, brought a record 213 finalists and 53 teams to compete for more than $200,000 in 
cash prizes, including a $100,000 grand prize. Each year’s qualifying rounds bring an 
average of 35,000 players to NTRA member racetracks. Since 1999, the qualifying 
tournaments and Championship have awarded more than $5 million in prize money. 

In 2002, NTRA converted its Web site to an interactive resource for player development. 
The site’s “Bet the Net” online game has taught the fundamentals of parimutuel wagering 
to 75,000 individual players. NTRA.com finished 2002 with 29.4 million page views and 
3.6 million unique visitors—representing increases of 474 percent and 63 percent, 
respectively, over 2001. 

Better marketing means increased fan interest in the sport. Research conducted by ESPN 
Sports Poll indicates that interest in horseracing has grown 15.1 percent since 1999. In 
2002, horseracing showed the third-highest growth rate among top-ranked sports analyzed 
by ESPN Sports Poll.

ster, few would have guessed 
that Don Litz—born and 
raised within the confines of 
Baltimore City—would some 
day make his living buying 
and selling race horses. 

"My family had no horse 
background at all," said Litz, 
a bloodstock agent who is 
nearing the end of his third 
term as a director of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion. 

Litz was enthralled from 
the first time his boyhood 
friend, Carl Watner, invited 
him to ride horses at the farm 
Watner's father owned in the 
northern Baltimore suburbs of 
Stevenson, Md. "I always 
loved animals and the out-of- 
doors," said Litz. 

Litz gained valuable horse- 
related experience as an assis¬ 
tant to Dr. Wendell K. Loomis 
at the Reisterstown Veterinary 
Center in the early 1970s. 
"That's when I really got to 
know the horse farms in the 
area," he said. 

His travels with Dr. Loomis 
also took him to Garrison For¬ 
est School, where he became 
acquainted with the young di¬ 
rector of the riding depart¬ 
ment, Taffy Moffett. Taffy and 
Don were married in the late 
1970s, and now are the par¬ 
ents of four daughters: Anne, 


21; identical twins Ashby and 
Paige, 19; and Westy, 16. 

Litz got rolling, as an inde¬ 
pendent entrepreneur, through 
the horse transportation busi¬ 
ness, beginning in the mid- 
1970s. "I bought an old van, a 
souped-up classic '55 Dodge, 
and started hauling horses," 
he said. He built up his van¬ 
ning business over nearly 10 
years, then sold the company 
to Tim Porter, whose Porter 
Horse Transport now is the 
largest company of its kind in 
Maryland. 

Arranging horse deals 
seemed to come naturally to 
Litz, although his first venture 
in the sales ring would have 
been enough to discourage 
many people. A 2-year-old, 
purchased as a yearling pin¬ 
hooking prospect, broke his 
ankle on the race track during a 
pre-sale workout at Timonium. 


But many times since then 
Litz Bloodstock has ranked as 
a leading consignor at Timoni¬ 
um sales. Litz managed Sag¬ 
amore Farm for owner Jim 
Ward from 1987 to 1990, then 
spent nearly eight years as a 
marketing consultant to Ron 
and Carolyn Green's Green 
Willow Farms. He currently 
works in close association 
with Shamrock Farms, and 
manages two stallions—East¬ 
ern Echo and Jazz Club— 
standing at Shamrock. 

Don and Taffy Litz also keep 
some horses at their Seven 
Dots Farm in Butler, where 
they have lived since 1980. 
The farm is named after one of 
the offspring of their founda¬ 
tion mare Ditty Dot. The geld¬ 
ing Seven Dots, although un¬ 
successful as a race horse, 
serves as Taffy's foxhunter 
and the farm mascot.

In overdrive with 
Cherokee's Boy

Foard Wilgis and David 
Picarello are familiar with 
stars. They used to drive them 
from one TV or movie set to 
another. Now instead of dri¬ 
ving, they are enjoying the 
ride as their own rising star, 
Cherokee's Boy, takes them 
across the country and into 
the winner's circle. 

"It's a story they write 
movies about," says Wilgis, 
who, along with partner Pi¬ 
carello, campaigns 2002 cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred 2-year- 
old colt Cherokee's Boy in the 
name of their ZWP Stable. 

It all began with homicide 
—the TV show, that is. In the 
early 1990s, NBC hired Wilgis 
as the transportation coordi¬ 
nator for the Baltimore-based 
drama Homicide: Life on the 
Street , which aired from 1993 
to 1999. 

One of the first drivers 
Wilgis brought on board was 
Picarello, whom Wilgis had 
met a few years earlier when 
Picarello was in high school 
and dated Wilgis's daughter. 

Picarello was in college 
when Wilgis called and asked 
him to drive for the Homicide 
cast. Picarello, encouraged by 


the generous pay, drove while 
finishing school. He says, "It 
was an interesting career," 
that quickly moved beyond 
the Homicide set. "I became the 
main driver for any big-time 
actor that came in," says Pi¬ 
carello. 

"I spent time with Will 
Smith, Julia Roberts, Eddie 
Murphy and Keanu Reeves. I 
went to the Preakness with 
Tim Allen. He didn't know 
much about racing so he came 
as my guest." 

Many of the drivers under 
Wilgis's supervision spent 
time together off duty doing 
casual betting at the track. 
Eventually, Wilgis "came up 
with a big brainstorm. We 
were going to get all the dri¬ 
vers together and race for the 
fun of it," says Wilgis. "We 
would put in $2,000 a piece, all 
17 of us. When it came time to 
actually do it, there were only 
three of us left." 

The three remaining men, 
Wilgis, Picarello and another 
man (who did not remain 
with the partnership, but 
whose initial "Z" put the first 
letter in the racing stable 
name), walked into the 1992 


Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Decem¬ 
ber Mixed sale with "$10,000 
in a shoebox," Picarello says. 
"We didn't know a soul in 
there." 

They picked out three pos¬ 
sible choices in the catalogue 
without any expert advice. 
Cherokee Wonder, a filly by 
Cherokee Colony, was the first 
one up. She became theirs for 
$5,500. As Wilgis says, "she 
came out running." Cherokee 
Wonder earned $284,005 in 
five seasons of racing. 

For their first race, Wilgis 
and Picarello, under the guid¬ 
ance of trainer Gary Capuano, 
took their filly to Delaware. "I 
remember she was at last 
place at the top of the stretch," 
says Picarello. "I looked at my 
best friend and said, 'What 
have I gotten myself into?' She 
took off and it's been a Cin¬ 
derella story ever since." 

Cherokee Wonder fought 
to finish second in that first 
race and won in her next trip 
out at Delaware. She went on 
to victories in the Skip at 
Stakes at Laurel and the Mari- 
ca Stakes at Delaware. ZWP 
Stable then had a run of what 
they call good luck and amaz¬ 
ing advice. 

"We're fortunate to be 
around a lot of good people in 
this business," says Wilgis, 
naming Capuano and Laurie 
and Jerry Calhoun at Summer 
Wind Farm, where four of 
their horses reside. "We've 
definitely had a lot of luck," 
says Picarello. "I can never say 
enough how lucky we are." 

They spent the 1990s enjoy¬ 
ing Cherokee Wonder's wins 
and venturing into the breed¬ 
ing business. 

After retiring, Cherokee 
Wonder produced two stakes 
horses, the Chimes Band filly 
Runnin Wonder and rising 
star Cherokee's Boy. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the mare died of colic 
in the spring of 2001 while 
carrying a full brother to 
Cherokee's Boy. It was the first 
time ZWP Stable had experi¬ 
enced bad luck, and it hit 
them hard. 

"I tried to save that baby," 
says Wilgis. "It lived 12 days 
and cost me $25,000." By now, 
ZWP Stables' stock had grown 
to nine horses and its bank ac¬ 


count had dwindled to $240. 
Adding to their woes, Runnin 
Wonder, Cherokee Wonder's 
filly, lost her eye in her first 
race at Pimlico. "Something 
flew in her face," says Wilgis. 
"She came back to win by five 
and runs like it never hap¬ 
pened." 

"It was discouraging," says 
Picarello. "With the filly losing 
her eye and some of the 2- 
year-olds not making it to the 
races, this wasn't supposed to 
happen to us. We always had 
good luck. 

"We did know that we had 
a pretty good future ahead of 
us with Cherokee's Boy and 
our other horses," says Pi¬ 
carello. "It was just a matter of 
getting them back to the track. 
Gary [Capuano] kept saying 
that if we could just hold on a 
little longer." 

They did hold on and one 
of their horses stepped up to 
the plate. "We had Danny E, 
our life saver," says Wilgis. 
The horse, named after Wilgis's 
brother in-law who passed 
away a few years earlier, start¬ 
ed winning races. "Every time 
we got in trouble he won a 
race." 

Within a year, ZWP Stable 
was back on top. Runnin 
Wonder, affectionately nick¬ 
named "One-Eyed Wonder," 
finished second in the 2001 
Heavenly Cause Stakes and 
last year was third in the 
Carousel Stakes. 

The barn superstar, Chero¬ 
kee's Boy, came into his own 
in 2002. He burst onto the local 
scene by winning the Mary¬ 
land Million Nursery at Pimli¬ 
co on September 21 in his 
third career start. 

In the last six months, 
Cherokee's Boy has taken 
Wilgis and Picarello across the 
country. First to Charles Town 
for a definitive 21-length vic¬ 
tory in the Tri-State Futurity 
on October 26 and then to Sam 
Houston for a game third- 
place finish in the inaugural 
NTRA Great State Challenge 
Juvenile Stakes on December 
7. In between was a third- 
place finish to Eclipse Award 
runnerup Toccet in the Laurel 
Futurity-G3 on November 16. 

A few days before Christ¬ 
mas, Cherokee's Boy ventured

to Louisiana for the Delta 
Jackpot Stakes, where he reg¬ 
istered another credible third 
place finish. 

For the Delta Jackpot 
Stakes, Wilgis and Picarello 
got a taste of that Hollywood 
life the actors they have dri¬ 
ven for enjoy "We actually 
rented our own small jet," 
Wilgis says. "It wasn't much 
more money to rent the plane 
and we could take an extra 
person. My partner, trainer. 


jockey, wife and son all got to 
go. It was great." 

"We flew down and they 
picked us up in a limo," says 
Picarello. "It was one of those 
things you don't normally get 
to do. When I was driving ac¬ 
tors to their private planes it 
was like it was a regular thing, 
but it's not." 

Wilgis still coordinates dri¬ 
vers these days, but Picarello's 
exposure to stars is limited to 
the race track since opening a 


General Nutrition Center in 
Canton two years ago. But 
that does not mean he is stay¬ 
ing out of the limelight. 

With Cherokee's Boy's re¬ 
cent wins in the Goss L. Stryk¬ 
er Stakes on January 19 and 
the Deputed Testamony Stakes 
on March 1 at Laurel, Wilgis 
and Picarello are cautiously 
enjoying all the Kentucky Der¬ 
by speculations. 

"You definitely get caught 
up in it," says Picarello, "when 


you're this close and you have 
a horse with talent but you're 
not sure how much." 

Regardless of what hap¬ 
pens this spring, ZWP Stables 
is in it for the long haul. "I 
don't envision ever getting 
out of the game," Picarello 
says. "As long as I'm alive I 
want to have horses." *+

Valay Maid, one of the 
finest Maryland-bred race 
mares in recent decades, died 
at age 16 on March 3 of foaling 
complications at her lifelong 
home, Frank and Virginia 
Wright's Huntingfields farm 
in Hampstead, Md. Her foal, 
by Not For Love, could not be 
saved. 

Valay Maid (from the first 
crop of Maryland sire Carni- 
valay) was bred by the 
Wrights' farm manager Joe 
Hamilton and consigned as a 
weanling to the 1987 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale, where the Wrights 
bought her for $5,200.

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Thoroughbred racing dates in 2003 


I t was announced on February 23 that there 
would be 120 live Thoroughbred dates in New 
Jersey for 2003, pending approval by the New 
Jersey Racing Commission. 

While we are disappointed that the days have 
been reduced, the TBANJ has been working and will 
continue to work on behalf of the New Jersey 
breeders and farm owners to improve the breeding 
and racing environment in New Jersey. The Board of 
Trustees has proposed legislation that will enable the 
TBANJ to distribute breeders’ awards for horses 
competing in out-of-state races. This proposed bill is 
meant to supplement the minimal season during 
which New Jersey-bred horses can earn money for 
their breeders. 


Secretary Charles Kuperas and his staff at the 
Department of Agriculture have been extremely 
helpful in working with the TBANJ to ensure that 
open space and farmlands are preserved and that 
New Jersey breeding returns to prominence. 

The breeding industry in the Garden State will 
not turn around overnight. The TBANJ Board of 
Trustees will do everything possible to represent 
those breeders who have continually displayed 
patience and a willingness to be involved in New 
Jersey breeding and racing. Your patience will be 
rewarded.

Newjersey-bred champions of 2002 


T he decline in racing days and lack of 

opportunity to race in New Jersey has led 
many to believe that the quality of New 
Jersey-breds has also declined. Not so. One 
look at the Newjersey-bred champions of2002 will 
prove that you can breed and race an excellent horse 
in New Jersey. 

The eight horses honored as champions of2002 
made a combined total of 56 starts. In those 56 
starts they earned $999,842, for an average of 
$ 17,854 per start. When you consider that only two 
horses made 10 starts or more and only one horse 
started after November 23, the numbers are even 
more impressive. Yes, the quality is there. 

For the third consecutive year, Sea of Tranquility 
was named Newjersey-bred horse of the year and 
champion handicap horse. A four-time winner in 
2002 with earnings of $188,312, Sea of Tranquility 
became only the second repeat winner of the 
Salvator Mile Handicap-G3 in the 55-year history of 



the race. Bred by Dennis A. Drazin, Sea of 
Tranquility is trained by Richard E. Paulus and 
owned by Triple M Farm Inc. 

Carolyn Sleeter bred the champion 2-year-old 
colt, Kaw Liga Sioux and champion sprinter, 
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Kaw Liga Sioux scored by a nose in the New Jersey Futurity. 



Willie’s Luv starred in the Pennsylvania Oaks. 



Blinded by Love captured the Maryland Million Distaff. 



Our Wildcat affirmed his talent in the Rumson Stakes. 


Summer Swing. Kaw Liga Sioux was 
victorious in three of his four starts 
including the $113,050 New Jersey 
Futurity. Summer Swing won three 
stakes races, including the $65,000 
Teddy Drone, and has career earnings 
of $331,182. The champions are 
owned by Gerald Sleeter and trained 
by Kevin Sleeter. 

Dr. Y.J. Kolybabiuk is the breeder 
of the champion 3-year-old filly 
Willie’s Luv, and champion turf 
runner American Freedom. Willie’s 
Luv captured two stakes, including 
the $75,000 Pennsylvania Oaks, while 
earning more than $124,000 in 2002. 
American Freedom won half of his 
eight starts, including the $50,000 
Lincroft Handicap, and has career 
earnings of $203,430. Jamie 
Woodington conditions both of the 
champions for Freedom Acres Inc. 

Blinded by Love followed up on 
her 2001 championship season by 
being honored as the champion 
handicap mare for 2002. Blinded by 
Love won two races while finishing 
first or second in five of her six starts 
in 2002. She turned in an impressive 
performance in capturing the 
Maryland Million Distaff Handicap 
and boosted her career earnings to 
more than $287,000. 

Ed Broome is the owner, trainer 
and breeder of the champion 3-year- 
old colt Our Wildcat. Our Wildcat ran 
through his conditions during the 
early part of the Monmouth Park 
meet before turning in an exciting 
performance in winning the $65,000 
Rumson Stakes on August 18. Our 


Wildcat was on the board in all of his 
seven starts and earned over $ 137,000 
in 2002. 

Champion 2-year-old filly Forever 
Partners turned in one of the most 
electrifying performances of the 2002 
Monmouth Park meet in winning the 
$50,000 Colleen Stakes by 11 lengths 
in a near track-record time of 1:03.12 
for five and a half furlongs. Forever 
Partners followed up her Colleen 
victory with a second-place finish in 
the Grade 1 Spinaway Stakes at 
Saratoga. The champion was bred by 
Walter and Cynthia Reese’s Timber 
Creek Farm and is owned by 
Skeedattle Stable. 

Got a Cold, a 23-year-old daughter 
of Drone—Articana, by Arctic Prince, 
is the 2002 recipient of the 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association 
of New Jersey broodmare of the year 
award. 

Dr. Y.J. Kolybabiuk owns the 
broodmare honoree. Got a Cold’s top 
performer is the 2002 champion turf 
horse American Freedom, a 1998 son 
of Marquetry. Got a Cold has also 
produced stakes-placed Freedom 
Quest, Freedom’s Dawn and Dixie 
Fever. Dixie Fever is the dam of2002 
champion 3-year-old filly Willie’s Luv 
and 2000 champion 2-year-old filly 
Proud and Free. 

Northern Idol was named stallion 
of the year for the second consecutive 
season and third time in his career. 
Although he died in 1999 at the age 
of 13, Northern Idol made a strong 
and lasting impression on the New 
Jersey breeding scene. 


























A chestnut son of Northrop—La Soufriere, by 
Explodent, Northern Idol was the leading sire of 
New Jersey-conceived runners in 2002, with 25 
winners and progeny earnings of $1,013,497. 

Northern Idol stood throughout his career at 
Carolyn and Gerald Sleeter’s Sleeter Farm in 
Clementon. From eight crops, Northern Idol is 
represented by 116 foals, most of them New Jersey- 
breds. His progeny have made 1,151 starts, winning 
189 races, accumulating a win percentage of 16 
percent (through March 1). 


His lifetime progeny earnings total more than 
$4.4 million, with average earnings per starter of 
$58,874. Northern Idol’s top earner in 2002 was 
Whoop’s Ah Daisy, a 3-year-old filly who earned 
$123,430. Northern Idol is represented by six stakes 
winners, including three-time New Jersey-bred 
champion Eleven North, who earned more than 
$448,000. 


Legislative update 


V ideo Lottery Terminals: TBANJ board 
member Sam Fieramosca and 
Thoroughbred industry lobbyist Barbara 
DeMarco have met with the editorial 
boards at every major newspaper in New Jersey. The 
subject of the editorial board meetings is proposed 
legislation, Senate Bill 2237 sponsored by Senator 
Joseph Suliga (D-Union), placing video lottery 
terminals at New Jersey’s three active race tracks. 
Most horsemen believe that if a portion of the 
revenues generated by video lottery terminals at race 
tracks is allocated to purses, New Jersey racing would 
remain competitive with neighboring racing states. 
To date, favorable articles have appeared in the New 
York Times and the Asbury Park Press. 

Senate Bill 2238: New legislation has been 
introduced by Senator Martha Bark (R-Burlington) 
that would have a major impact on three aspects of 
the regulation of the horse racing industry 
including: 

1. The establishment of employment restrictions 
on former members and employees of the racing 
commission. Under current law, a member or 
employee of the New Jersey Racing Commission 
upon termination of membership or employment is 
permitted to have an interest in, or accept 
employment with, entities regulated by the 


Commission including race tracks and horsemen’s 
groups. This practice could lead to potential 
conflicts of interest. As a result, a prohibition from 
accepting employment with these entities would 
exist for four years under this bill. 

2. The bill also repeals a section of the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority law that limits the 
number of racing dates the NJSEA may schedule at 
Monmouth Park. The section was enacted almost 20 
years ago, when there were five healthy race tracks in 
this state and competition among the tracks was a 
concern. Unfortunately, interstate competition is no 
longer an issue and the section has become obsolete. 
By removing it from statute, the NJSEA will have 
more flexibility when requesting dates at its facilities; 
and, 

3. Finally, the bill gives the New Jersey Racing 
Commission the authority to allocate racing dates 
for a period not to exceed six calendar years. At 
present, the commission allots dates on an annual 
basis. To allow the commission this flexibility would 
facilitate long-term agreements between horsemen’s 
associations and race track owners. 

The Thoroughbred industry is hopeful that both 
measures will be given full consideration by the state 
legislature and acted on prior to summer recess.

Ponche packs big punch at 

Peter Alafoginis's Northern Tier Farm 

Follow your dream, and who knows where the 
road will take you... For Peter and Mary Alafoginis, it 
turned out to be the rolling hills of north-central 
Pennsylvania, where they took up residence in 1997 
after scouting out properties from southern Virginia to 
northern New York. 

Peace. Quiet. Room for their expanding horse 
operation. The Alafoginises found all that and more at 
Northern Tier Farm (the name refers to the region of 
the state), a 200-acre expanse in Lawrenceville that 
provides plenty of growing-up room for their daughter 
Murphy, 13, and sons Darby, 9, and Gillan, 6. 

Now visitors from the outside world are beating 
a path to their door, making life sweeter still for the 
Alafoginis family. For many, the attraction is Northern 
Tier Farm's new stallion Ponche.

Ponche, a 14-year-old stakes-winning son of 
Two Punch, had already proven himself at stud in 
Florida before moving to Northern Tier in January. His 
popularity has soared, however, thanks to his son 
Spensive, a Bob Baffert-trained colt who ranks among 
the top 3-year-olds on the West Coast. 

Spensive won the Gold Rush Stakes at Golden 
Gate in December and most recently flaunted his 
emerging talent as a game runner-up in the Grade 2 
San Rafael Stakes on March 1 at Santa Anita. 

"We're getting inquiries about breeding to 
Ponche on a daily basis," said Peter Alafoginis, who 
syndicated the horse in partnership with longtime 
client Daniel McGlothin of Jacksonville, Fla. 

If Alafoginis makes it sound like a labor of love- 
well, that's because the horse business has always 
been that way for him. He fondly recalls his first job, 
at Tartan Farm in Ocala, Fla. Tartan was one of the 
premier breeding operations in the country when 
Peter worked there, fresh out of college, from 1976 to 
'78. "I was a relief man in the stud barn," said Ala¬ 
foginis, "although primarily I worked with yearlings." 

Friends from his Tartan Farm days, including 
manager Brian Howlett, have remained close to 
Alafoginis over the years, and it's through those 
connections that Alafoginis came to stand Ponche, 
who raced for Tartan Stable, and his other stallion 
Entropy. 

Entropy—a superbly bred son of What a Pleasure 
out of Dr. Fager's champion half-sister Ta Wee—has 
more than earned his keep for Alafoginis and is 
represented by six stakes winners and progeny 
earnings of more than $4.6 million. His top runner is 
2002 West Virginia "Onion Juice" Breeders Classic 
winner Turbotaxman. 


After his stint at Tartan, Alafoginis 
came back home to the Washington, D.C., 
area to work in his family's wholesale 
food company. But there was no doubt 
about the direction in which he wanted 
his life to go. He'd reveled in the horse- 
related courses in the animal sciences 
program while attending the University of 
Maryland, and also studied business at 
Loyola University in New Orleans, La. 

In 1985, Peter and Mary purchased a 
farm, The Highlands, in Gapland, Md., and 
began their own commercial breeding 
operation. Peter has made horses his full¬ 
time career for the past dozen years. Mary 
attended law school in the 1980s, and 
worked as an assistant states attorney in 
Maryland for a number of years, but is 
now entrenched in family and farm. 

Northern Tier is a commercial operation, with six 
to eight broodmares boarded year-round, and as 
many as eight broodmares owned by Alafoginis solely 
or in partnership. Among his most prized broodmares 
are Rebow (Relaunch—Rainbow Two, by Halo), due 
to foal in May to Our Emblem for Alafoginis and 
partners; and multiple stakes producer Nightingale's 
Song (L'Enjoleur—Final Word, by Final Ruling). 

Alafoginis speaks in glowing terms of his 
clientele, many of whom have been with him since 
long before he moved to Pennsylania. 

There is no racing component, Alafoginis 
marketing most of his young horses privately, but in 
the near future he plans to begin consigning horses 
to Timonium auctions. "We sell the best, and keep 
the rest," Alafagonis said. 

Peter is very much a hands-on farm owner, from 
the foaling barn to the breeding shed, assisted by 
several part-time employees. 

Improvements to the facilities at Northern Tier 
are major, and ongoing, and include miles of fencing, 
three large run-in sheds, and a main barn under 
construction. 

Two small, separate structures, each with a 14 
by 14-foot stall, house the stallions, and each has a 
secluded paddock on the outskirts of a wooded area. 

"We plan to keep growing, and adding to the 
operation," said Alafoginis, who is looking forward to 
expanding his stallion business over the next several 
years. 

As Alafoginis sees it: "Pennsylvania is a wonder¬ 
ful environment for our kind of farm. The fact that this 
state has year-round racing helps us tremendously. 
And the breeding program in Pennsylvania is great. 
Then there is the prospect of slots, which only adds to 
the first two."

Legislation to expand racing and wagering 
passes both Virginia houses 


S B1152, a multi-faceted bill 
designed to promote the 
growth of parimutuel horse rac¬ 
ing in Virginia, passed the House 
by a margin of 54 to 42 and 
should be signed into law by 
Governor Mark Warner later this 
spring. The legislation earlier had 
passed the Senate by a 34 to 4 
vote. 

SB 1152 was introduced this 
session by Senator Ken Stolle (R- 
Virginia Beach) who seems to be 
following in the footsteps of the 
late Andy Guest as the “horse¬ 
mens advocate” at the state capi- 
tol. This years bill is a direct 
descendant of a similar bill that 
just missed passing the House in 
2002 by a single vote. Stolle did a 
tremendous job of shepherding 
the sometimes controversial bill 
through the Senate while Del. 
Ryan McDougle (R-Mechanics- 
ville) served as point man in the 
House. 

With the bills passage, the 
Virginia Racing Act will be 
amended to allow the VRC to 
regulate account wagering, pro¬ 
visional licensing and the number 
of live racing days at Colonial 
Downs. It also makes towns with 
a population of more than 5,000 
eligible to have a referendum to 


operate satellite wagering facili¬ 
ties. 

“We are delighted that Vir¬ 
ginias General Assembly sees the 
wisdom of economic develop¬ 
ment in the horse racing indus¬ 
try,” said Robin Williams, chair¬ 
man of the Virginia Racing 
Commission and a major sup¬ 
porter and advocate of the bill. 
“Things came together, and 
everyone behind the bill worked 
very hard,” she said. “We went 
one by one to educate delegates 
about account wagering.” 

The town referendum issue is 
seen as a critical one by Colonial 
Downs, the Maryland Jockey 
Club and Virginia’s horsemen 
and breeders since passing 
enabling referendum in larger 
cities and counties has proved to 
be almost impossible. The new 
contract recently approved by the 
VRC between Colonial Downs 
and the Virginia HBPA is 
designed to expand the off-track 
betting system in Virginia, and 
having access to qualified towns 
should make that growth and 
expansion more viable. 

In addition, SB 1152 left the 
matter of the number of live rac¬ 
ing days in the hands of the VRC. 
Previously, the act had stated that 
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Colonial Downs was required to 
run 150 live days of Thorough¬ 
bred and/or harness racing by 
2005. The 150-day requirement 
was seen as unrealistic in a com¬ 
petitive market with escalating 
purses. 

VTA president Debbie Easter 
was quick to praise the team 
effort needed to pass the bill not¬ 
ing that all the stakeholders had 


worked together on this project 
for most of the previous year. 
“This was a team effort by the 
track, the Maryland Jockey Club, 
the VRC, the VTA and the 
HBPA,” she said. “Our lobbyist 
Chris LaGow and our members 
did a great job of communicating 
our needs to the General 
Assembly.” 


In memoriam: Bob Reel 


V irginia Horse Center execu¬ 
tive director Robert (Bob) 
Reel, 57, died unexpectedly on 
March 1. 

Reel served as a 4-H agent in 
Marion County (Indianapolis), as 
the Indiana State Fair 4-H Horse 
Show manager and as manager of 
the Prince Georges Equestrian 
Center in Upper Marlboro, Md., 
where he converted a previous 
Thoroughbred race track into a 
full service equestrian center. 

In 1986, Reel and his family 
moved to Lexington, Va., where 


he became the first executive 
director of the Virginia Horse 
Center authorized by the Com¬ 
monwealth of Virginia. 

The center during his tenure 
was developed from only a con¬ 
cept to a venue generally recog¬ 
nized as one of the premier 
multi-purpose equine facilities in 
the nation. It has a significant 
impact on the horse industry in 
Virginia as well as the economies 
of the Lexington-Rockbridge 
County area and the entire com¬ 
monwealth. 


Virginia widely represented 
on 2002 Experimental 


T wo Virginia-breds were 
weighted on the 2002 Exper¬ 
imental Handicap for fillies. 

Stellar (Grand Slam—Starr 
County, by Ogygian) was ranked 
at 106 pounds. Bred by Edward P. 
(Ned) Evans, Stellar posted one 
win and one second from three 
starts in her juvenile campaign. 

Makin Heat was rated at 105. 
Makin Heat (Makin—Warmed- 
bythesun, by Lobsang-Ire) won 
Laurel Parks Selima Stakes in 
impressive style and also captured 
the Hildene Stakes at Delaware 
Park. 

Two other juveniles with Vir¬ 
ginia connections were ranked 


on the Experimental: Santa Cata¬ 
rina (117), the fifth highest- 
weighted filly, bred by Dinwiddie 
Farm in Kentucky, and Roaring 
Fever (104), a colt bred by 
Edward Evans in Kentucky. 

Virginia sire Hay Halo was 
represented by the precocious 
filly Parting (rated at 103 
pounds). Parting performed well 
in elite competition to earn the 
title of 2002 Texas champion 2- 
year-old filly. Bred by Ro Parra, 
Parting (out of Pocasset, by 
Damascus) posted juvenile earn¬ 
ings of $162,229 for Preston 
Stables.

Horsewoman profile 


D onna Dennehy has a keen appreciation 
of her horses, heritage and home place. 

“I’ve been lucky all my life,” beams the man¬ 
ager of Eagle Point Farm in Ashland, Va. 

Adopted at 6 months, Dennehy grew up on 
her beloved Eagle Point. She and her pilot 
husband continue to live on the farm, where 
they raised their two children. “I’m out here 
on a beautiful farm, and I get to walk to 
work,” she smiles enthusiastically. 

Eagle Point currently stands two estab¬ 
lished stallions, Chenin Blanc, who was 
Colonial Downs’s 2002 leading sire, and 
Purple Comet, represented by 7 percent 
stakes horses. Her barn is full and each stallion 
has a loyal following. 

“Colonial Downs has really helped my 
business,” says Dennehy. “Things were a bit 
stagnant before the track was built. All of a sudden we had horses for a 
lot of Virginia people I didn’t even know. Now, besides Virginia, we 
have horses from Maryland, some from Delaware, New Jersey, 
Michigan and other places.” 

At Eagle Point, “We do just about everything,” muses Dennehy. 
“We break, train, breed, board and deliver foals.” She admits that the 
babies are her favorites, and that she enjoys watching the young ones 
transform into race horses.“Before” and “after” photographs posted in 
the tack room testify to the excellent care and conditioning provided 
at Eagle Point. “My Daddy used to say that you need to groom from 
the inside out,” says Dennehy. 

“At Eagle Point we try to produce a sound, fit race horse that 
knows what he needs to do and is physically and mentally able to do 
so,” adds Dennehy, who still holds a trainer’s license. “And, just like a 
teacher or coach, we try to get our students to perform to the best of 
their abilities. 

“We start them in the round pen. Next we ride them in the field, 
doing figure-eights, teaching them to bend, getting their lead changes 
... teaching them to be regular horses.Then we start them on our track 
and teach them to be race horses.” Horses in training are turned out 
every day. “Mentally and physically it’s so much better for them,” says 
Dennehy. Eagle Point owners receive hand-written post cards with 
periodic progress reports. 

“Everything around here was built when a horse did well,” says 
Dennehy. The main barn was a consequence of a 1947 Deep Run 
Hunt Meet match race pitting her father, T. Edward Gilman, and his 
hunter mare, Ginger, against local horseman Richard (Dick) Keeley’s 


quick mount. “It was a big deal at the time,” 
says Dennehy. Ginger prevailed and got up 
for the win. 

Officially bitten by the racing bug, 
Gilman packed up Ginger and drove her to 
Charles Town to try her luck there. After 
hooking up with a trainer at a West Virginia 
drug store, Gilman ran his 8-year-old maid¬ 
en in the last race on the last day of the meet. 
“Daddy told the confused jockey not to go 
to the lead,” says Dennehy, “because Ginger 
was used to going behind the Master at the 
hunt.” Ginger won that race and more. 
Happily immersed in the race horse busi¬ 
ness, Gilman began building what is now a 
monumental 48-stall main barn at Eagle 
Point. Ginger returned home and produced 
foals who earned very respectable amounts 
at the time, in the $30,000 and $40,000 range. 

Although Gilman passed away in 1971, the imprint of genius in his 
barn never fails to be appreciated by his daughter. On the front side, 
horses look out over dutch doors into the courtyard; on the back, they 
gaze at pastures. 

Openness promotes fresh air and allows horses to see each other. 
Inside, an elevated walkway runs the length of the barn between the 
front and back rows of stalls so that when Dennehy does her nightly 
feeding and “bed check,” she can walk through and see clearly into 
each stall below. 

Other ingenious touches include trap doors in the stalls that open 
to empty manure onto a conveyor belt below floor level running out 
of the barn. 

The loft, with tongue and groove oak floors, would do any house 
justice. Even the round pen in front of the barn was cleverly set into 
the ground so that observers can watch easily from “above” without 
having to peer through boards. “Every time I turn around, I find myself 
saying, ‘Isn’t it great that he did that?’ ” adds Dennehy. 

Successful Eagle Point horses such as Coppahaunk, Twayblade and 
Sting’em contributed to the final stages of the barn, a house addition 
and the farm office. Most recently, run-in sheds, automatic waterers 
and a new broodmare barn roof were funded by Wirt, a Purple Comet 
filly who ranked fourth in the nation in number of wins in 2002. Out 
of a $200 mare, homebred Wirt won eight races last year and is cur¬ 
rently on R&R at the farm. Dennehy sees parallels in Wirt’s success 
and that of Eagle Point: “When you get a good horse, you get to do 
things.”

"We have all 
experienced the ups and downs. 

The sport continues on the upswing 
here (at Charles Town), and the 
horsemen who have hung in there 
over the years certainly deserve it. 77

Burning Roma 
came back from that defeat to 
beat Volponi, and then Volponi 
ended his year with a victory in the 
$4 million Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl. 

"Comparisons are hard to make 
in horse racing, but when a horse 
from Charles Town delivers that kind 
of statement it makes you stop and 
think," Funkhouser said. "Confucius 
Say deserves to compete in a 
graded race. He's a blessing to the 
entire West Virginia racing 
community." 

With three victories from four starts 
at Charles Town in 2002, Confucius 
Say raised his career record at the 
track to 10 wins in 15 starts. Overall 
the seven-time stakes winner has 
amassed 12 wins, five seconds and 
four thirds in 23 races with lifetime 
earnings of $527,897. 

"The future holds a lot of 
possibilities at different tracks and 
distances," Funkhouser said. 
"Eastover Court's runners are 
interesting as they mature. They 
remind me of fine wine; the older 
they get the better." 

Champion 
older female 

Sweet Music saved her best for 
last in 2002, and her winning tune in 
the BB8cT "Cavada" West Virginia 
Breeders Classic proved to be the 
high note needed to claim the top 
spot in the older filly division. Bred 
and owned by Naomi Long and 
trained by Raymond Benton, the 
daughter of Melodisk has two 
Breeders Classics victories to her 
credit (including the $75,000 Triple 
Crown Feed Breeders Classic in 
2000) and career earnings of 
$155,227. 

"I have had horses with Raymond 
for over 30 years and I feel so 
blessed to have him as my trainer," 
Long said. "I'm always kidding him 
about how hard it is to find someone 
who has been with the same trainer 
that long. We have shared many 
special moments, but the Cavada 
win was just magical. That warm 
fuzzy feeling still comes back now. I 
dream about that race often and 
always wake up on cloud nine." 


Champion 
3-year-old colt 

Adams Tribe, a five-time stakes 
winner, stayed on the warpath in 
2002 to capture the 3-year-old colt 
crown. His four victories at Charles 
Town last year included the Robert 
G. Leavitt Memorial Handicap and 
the $75,000 West Virginia Lottery 
Breeders Classic. Trained by Charles 
Schneider for owner and breeder 
Henry Schneider, the My Boy Adam 
colt made it two-for-two in breeders 
awards having won the 2-year-old 
colt title for 2001. In 16 lifetime starts, 
he has compiled seven victories, five 
seconds and a third with earnings of 
$190,113. 

Champion 
3-year-old filly 

Shesanothergrump's victory in 
the $75,000 West Virginia Division of 
Tourism Breeders Classic was more 
than enough to thump the 
competition in the 3-year-old filly 
division. Bred by Robert Lloyd, 
owned by Kenneth Pitta and trained 
by Karen Duke, the come-from- 
behind specialist raised her lifetime 
purse earnings to $115,842. The 
daughter of Weshaam recorded five 
victories, four seconds and two thirds 
from 14 starts in 2002. 

Champion 
2-year-old colt 

With two stakes victories and 
three wins from five starts in 2002, 
Longfield Spud never sputtered in 
winning the contest for 2-year-old 
colt. Bred and owned by Longfield 
Farms (Ralph Thomas) and trained 
by David Walters, the son of Mercer 
Mill made the most of a late-season 
run to glory by running away with 
the first division of the West Virginia 
Futurity. His purse earnings for the 
year were $54,748. 

Champion 
2-year-old filly 

X Tra Brassy won the first three 
starts of her career, including two 
stakes races at Charles Town, en 
route to honors as 2-year-old filly of 
the year. Bred by Harold Houchens, 
owned by Brenda Godfrey and 
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trained by Raimondo Schiano-di 
Cola, the classy daughter of Pana 
Brass ran away with victories in the 
Golden Gull Stakes and the $75,000 
Triple Crown Nutrition Breeders 
Classic. After four career starts, her 
earnings stand at $64,770. 

Sire of the year 

For the second year in a row. My 
Boy Adam took the title of sire of the 
year for Eleanor and James W. 
Casey. West Virginia's leading sire in 
1999, 2000 and 2001 had 35 winners 
from 67 starters last year. His runners 
averaged earnings of $14,536 in 
2002. The son of Encino has sired 29 
stakes horses.

Also among the top ten recipients 
were Ralph and Mary Thomas of 
Longfield Farm ($192,557), Beau
